JAPAN. 
YOKOHAMA." 

The present mail brings advices from Yokohama to the 31st 
August. The mail of July 10 arrived out on the 29th 
August. “ The P. and O. steamer Singapore arrived on the 16th, 
and left for Hakodadi on the 18th, being expected to return to 
Yokohama about the 27th. Being four days overdue at the 
time of this mail’s departure, fears were entertained for her 
safety, which have been verified by the telegraphic report of her 
loss already received here. There is a report current that the 
the Shovey-leen steamer has also been lost in the neighbour- 
hood of the Japan coast, the captain only being saved. The 
following items of news are from the Japan Times :— 

Certainly the most important event in our small world has 
been the arrival, long expected, long hoped-for, of Sir Edmund 
Hornby. It is rumoured that he expressed his dissatisfaction 
on arrival at what he had thought to be a haven of rest, after 
a long and fatiguing session in Shanghai, at finding a large 
number of important cases awniting his decision here. But to 
judge from the airy ease with which he unravels the complicated 
entanglements into which the happy and childlike ignorance 
of ourselves and our Consular authorities had involved us; 
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disposes of half-a-dozen cases in an afternoon ; reads us ele- 
mentary lessons of mercantile law in a suave and agreeable 
manner ; and induces suitors to withdraw their cases and refer 
them to arbitration—he must after all find his “work” in 
Japan what is popularly termed “a little holiday.’ 

The English Minister and Admiral Keppel, we have heard 
from Nagasaki, have left that port for Osaka, to ask for satis- 
faction for the murder of two seamen of the Jcarus, the circum- 
stances of which we detailed in our last. From information 
we have received, we are under the impression, however, that 
they will not have found the Shiogoon where they expected, 
which will probably account for their return hither having been 
delayed so long as it has. As the budget of news they will 
bring with them will contain information of the probable settle- 
ment of the west coast port question—confirmation or denial 
of the report of that ’Stotsbashi has abdicated, and of the ad- 
justment of this last little Nagasaki difficulty—we look for 
their arrival with some degree of impatience. 

Compensation, we say, has been demanded for the murder of 
these two British seamen. Will a great Power give compensa- 
tion forjthe manslaughter of a Japanese? An opportunity for test- 
ing the point has arisen. A coloured man, a sailor belonging to 
the U.S.S. Shenandoah, was riding furiously through the 
native town at about 8 P.u. on the 27th inst. The streets 
were crowded, as is usual at that time of night, and the natural 
Cousequence was that a Japanese was knocked down. His skull 
was fractured, and he died about 3 a.m. on the following morn- 
ing. Now we condemn unanimously the evil practice of a 
Japanese Samourai carrying at his side a convenient deadly 
weapon which the least provocation brings flashing from 
its scabbard, wounds or death following almost before 
he or his victim is aware; the line between this 
dangerous practice and that of allowing drunken sailors 
to gallop furiously through crowded streets is not a very 
wide one. We seriously urge the American Minister to take 
up the matter in earnest, and were general orders issued by 
both military and naval authorities of all nations forbidding, 
under pain of severe punishment, the indulgence in this dan- 
gerous and cruel amusement, it would be well, When a French 
marine some mouths ago met with his death, mainly by his own 
fault, at the hands of a Japanese whom he had beaten and 
whose wife he had grossly ill-treated, the French Minister de- 
manded satisfaction and got the head of the offender. The 
Japanese Government can with perfect justice ask for the 
severe punishment of this man, who has killed one of its 
people, and for compensation for support of his victim’s family. 
Unfortunately it has not the power to enforce its demand ; but 
it is the part of a great nation to do justice unasked, and we 
have little doubt that by next mail we shall be able to report 
that the American officials have seriously taken up the case 
and done the duty that their country and public opinion ex- 
pects of them. 

A serious mob riot has taken place in Yedo since we Inst 
wrote, to which the Dutch Minister, H.E. de Graeff Van Pols- 
broek, nearly fella victim. It will be remembered that we 
recently had to record an attempt on his Jife by an assassin, 
who fired upon him while sitting reading in his veraudah. On 
this latter oceasion he had to drive a long distance through n 
raging mob, flinging stones till they half filled his carriage, 
wounded his guard, servants, and horses. The reason for the 
attack has not been satisfactorily ascertained. The guard as 
usual, with the exception of its chief, beliaved in a most cowardly 
manner. 

Another attack on foreigners resulted seriously fur the assail- 
ant, Mr. H. Schonell, of the Prussian Leya ion, and _ his 
brother were set upon while driving in Yedu in a low pony 
carriage by a Samourat, who attempted to cut them down. 
They were armed, however, and fired upon the man, wounding 
him severely. He is in custody and undergoing cxamination. 
These circumstances do not augur well for our comfort when 
we take up our abode in the capitul of the Shiogvon next 
January..

The fragments he 
distributed in much the same way as did the Jewish chap- 
lain :—To his master he allotted the head, to her principal 
paramours he gave each an arm or a leg, and to her parents the 
trunk. A letter was attached to every limb, informing her 
lovers of the punishment of the guilty wife, and each portion 
of the corpse was hung up at the door of the house it was 
meant for in the course of the night. In the morning the 
people found a leg here, an arm there, an unrecognisable body 
in another place, and gradually—for the search had to be 
carried on over a space of nearly two miles of streets. 
—all the parts of the body were collected together: 
and identified. The husband had disappeared. And now let. 
our readers go on to mark the exceeding civilisation of the 
Japanese, as exemplified in their criminal code. “According to 
law,” our correspondent proceeds, “ the husband has the right 
to kill his wife, providing that with her he kill her paramour. 
But should be favour one—that is, kill only his wife, or ouly 
her lover—he pays the forfeit of his own head. But in this 
instance the husband pleads, in a letter he left behind him for 
his master, that he did not think it right to kill the men; be 
cause it was evident, from the large circle of his wife’s ac- 
quaintance, that it was she alone who was thoroughly bad, The 
officials hold his plea to be good. He will probably return to 
his house and work, so soon as he hears‘of the decision given 
in his favour by the authorities.” 

It may interest some of our readers (says the Japan Times) 
to know that a notification has recently been issued in Yedo- 
stating that the Shiogoon’s Government ‘has no objection to 
mixed marriages between its subjects of what rank soever, and 
those of other nations having treaties with it. The matri- 
monial connections hitherto entered into between foreigners. 
and natives have been of a morganatic character only. This 
notification is probably for the special behoof of those among 
the young gentlemen recently sent to Europe for education 
whose temperaments may not incline to severer studies, We 
can hardly imagine the license of much service to Europeans 
here, as those of the fair daughters of Japan. whose ac- 
quaintance we have hitherto made can scarcely be held 
siuitable as matrimonial partners in the business of life. 
We heard, indeed, some years ago, of one enthusiastic 
foreigner being so struck with the charms of a young lady of 
the country, as to be impelled to write to his Consul asking if 
it were possible for him to marry her ; but the Consul, a man 
of strong common sense, replied that he knew of no just cause 
or impediment, except that he trusted his correspondent would 
not make such a fool of himself. Though all-who have:had the rave . 
privilege of introduction ‘to the homes of the Japanese nobility 
and gentry speak in the highest terms of the beauty and grace, 
the intelligence and modesty, of women of rank in this couutry, 
any idea of mixed marriages which should have any but the 
most disastrous consequences, must be, for many, many years, 
most wildly speculative. Still, the issue of such a Notification 
is avery curious fact ; that & has been issued is absolately 
certain—aud not the Jeast curious consideration surrounding it 
is—what can possibly be the objeet of the Gorojiu ? 

H.B.M.’s Supreme Court, Japan Circuit, before Sir Edmund 
Hornby, Chief Judge. -Civil side: Several cases connected 
with the bankruptoy of Mr, J. R. Black.came on for hearing on 
the 27th of August. Mr. A. @. Watkins first prayed the 
Court to set aside all claims on the estate of the late A. W. 
Hansard, arising ont of transactions entered into by Mr. Black 
with A. McKechnie and Co, The whole of the claims on the 
estate were gove through seriatim, and all creditors to whose 
caus Mr. Watkins objected were heard in defence thereof. 
The judge res:rved his decision ag also respecting the claims 
of Messrs. C. 8S. Hope and J. G. Walsh, under bill of sale and 
mortgage, to whom opportunity will be given to argue their 
cases, Mr. Marshall's bill of sale over McKechnie’s goods was 
held to be estublished. 

The case of R. Brett v. the Chartered Mercantile Bank was 
This was a case in which the plaintiff sought to 
sct aside the decision of a referee appointed by arbitrators. It 
appearing from his own letters thet he had pledged himsclf to 


abide by such decision, immediately nonsuited. 
The day’s wo uded with hearing of a case between 
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Mr. Schnell and Mesars. Whitfield and Dowson, respecting cer- 
tain rifles given to the defendants to put in order, but alleged 
to havo been kept by them an unreasonable time. His Lord- 
ship urged the parties to submit their cases to arbitration, and 
Mr. R. Lindau being selected as arbitrator, his decision, when 
given, will be held final. 

NAGASAKI, 

Admiral Keppel and Sir Harry Parkes had left this port for 
Osaka, for the purpose of demanding “ satisfaction” for :the 
murder of the two seamen of H.MS. Jcarus. A letter from the 
Nagasaki correspondent of the Friend of China, dated Aug. 
17th, has gone the round of the papers, in which the Admiral is 
stated to have arrested the Governor and Vice-Governor, for 
the purpose of conveying them to Yedo. This part of thestory, 
however, is unworthy of credence, as in the first place it is 
most unlikely that such extreme and unjustifiable measures 
should have been resorted to; and, in the second place, ad- 
vices of a later date do not confirm the report. 

The following is an extract of the letter referred to :— 

“ Admiral Keppel arrived last Monday in the Salamis, and 
Sir Harry Parkes next day in the Basilisk. Both have entered 
strongly into the case of murder of the two men from H.M.S. 
Icarus. The Governor refuses to give any information. It is 
supposed to have been done by Toza’s men, who escaped the 
same night in the Nancai. The Admiral has, I hear, taken the 
Governor and Vice-Governor under arrest, and sends them up 
to Yedo to-morrow in the Basilisk, to be dealt with by the 
Shiogoon. It is further the intention of the Admiral to demand 
satisfaction from the Prince of whom the.men were followers.” 

In the Provincial Court, Messrs. Maltby and Co., agents for the 
barque Futter, sought to recover the sum of 2,353 dols. from 
Messrs, Alt and Co., being a balance of charter-money due to the 
above-named vessel. The captain of the Fruzter sailed in the 
first instance for Tientsin, where he received the first month’s 
charter-money ; but upon his proceeding from thence to Chefoo 
the agents for the defendants at that place refused to recognise 
his claim for the second month. He ultimately obtained 
a charter for his vessel on his own account to Nagasaki. The 
Court was of opinion that the plaintiffs had duly established 
their claim, and found for them accordingly for the full amount 
with costs. 





CHINA. 
PEKING. 

There is no news of any movement on the part of our 
Minister at Peking of an authentic nature ; but it is rumoured 
that some very important negotiations are going on between 
Sir Rutherford Alcock and the Chinese Government. Mr.

TIENTSIN. 

Dates from this port are to the 28th August. 
this place of 26th says :— 

On the 22nd the wind changed to the north-west, when cool 
autum weather at once set in, and since then we have had] also 
clear dry weather. Some three or four inland traders from 
Shanse have arrived here since I last wrote to you, but up to 
last evening they had not purchased any imports. Rates for 
piece goods are almost daily going lower, which shows that the 
demand for that class of goods is weak, without signs of future 
improvement. Yesterday 8} lbs. Grey Shirtings were bein? 
sold by Tientsin dealers to Shantung traders at 2.50 to 2.55 
taels, and 8} lbs. Grey Shirtings at 2.60 taels. The reports 
from the interior are very disheartening for the mercantile 
people at Tientsin. There appears to be almost no demand 
for manufactures at the usual marts in Shanse and Mongolia, 
arising from the failure of the grain crops in the northern parts 
of this region and the want of pasture for the herds and flocks 
in Mongolia. On the other hand, cotton, fruits and medicines 
are daily arriving by the canals from the south of the province, 
west of Shantung and north of Honan. On more cotton 
arriving we hope to see rates for that article fall considerably. 
The present quotation is Tls. 13.20 per picul of 1334 lbs. On 
the whole I may state that the import trade at this port is 
generally in 4 deploishta condition, with only very slight signs 
of any future improvement. We are still without any reliable 
news from the south part of this }+.~ince relative to the rebels 
there and in Shantung. 

At present there are considerable numbers—ovv. , 
southern junks anchored at Kokoo,a town half 
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rattans, and the other usual Straits produce. As they are an- 
chored several abreast—report says six—the navigation for 
steamers and foreign sailing craft has become extremely difficult. 
Several of these junks, I understand, come from Cochin-China 
and Hainan, and the remainder from Fuhkeen, and as the 
crews—numbering at a low calculation over 3,000 men—are 
armed with spears, swords, ‘gingals, and cannon, and being 
accustomed to fighting with pirates, and probably also at times 
being accustomed to doing a little business in that line them- 
selves, they are a fearless set, and do not feel inclined to yield 
any of the way to steamers and foreign sailing craft passing 
Kokoo; hence affairs are assuming a rather unpleasant 
appearance at that place; and some of the Consuls 
here are beginning to entertain fears of a lamentable 
collision taking place between the crews of some foreign 
craft and the crews of these junks, when probably a considerable 
loss of life may take place. It appears that in the eighteenth 
year of Taonkwang—twenty-nine years ago—when the southern 
junks were accustomed to anchor at Tientsin, a serious distur- 
bance arose between the crews of these junks and the crews of 
northern junks and shore people, and it was not quelled for 
several days, and not till the military acted against the southern 
men, The Tientsin district magistrate was killed and a rumber 
of policemen. After that event the Emperor issued an edict, 
prohibiting the southern junks coming higher upthe river than 
Kokoo. If any disturbance should arise between the foreign 
vessels and the southern junks, whose crews, as I have already 
said, number over 3,000 hands, no foreign Government has any 
ganboats at this port to render foreigners any protection, and 
we should therefore be placed really at the mercy of these junk 
people if they were to get their blood up through the loss of 
any of their body. 
CHEFOO. 

Report from Chefoo says the rebels are again moving in that 
direction, yielding to an advance by Li, who has completed his 
entrenchment and is now going to commence active operations, 
Unfortunately Chefoo as well as the rebels is enclosed between 
this entrenchment and the sea, so that any success on the part 
of the Imperialists must necessarily drive their adversaries 
nearer to this unhappy port. There is, however, a further re- 
port that another body of Nienfei is marching up from Honan, 
to the assistance of those enclosed in Shantung. If so, it would 
seem that these cannot be the main body; and the question 
arises, what business Li had to leave a more powerful enemy 
behind him to pursue a detached force. However this 
wants confirmation. At present, all that is certain is 
that the rebels are within about one hundred miles 
of Chefoo, and that they have scouting parties twenty or 
thirty miles nearer. It is a notable fact that there is no 
British man-of-war in the port except a gunboat, the Jnsolent, 
which is so hopelessly dilapidated that the crew have to pump 
water into her boilers all the time she is in motion, they being 
incapable of feeding themselves ; aud even then the rest of her 
machinery is so bad that she cannot go two hours without 
breaking down. Yet to this interesting nautical phenomenon 
are British interests entrusted. It seems strange that no ship 
of war of a slightly larger and more efficient class can be 
spared from Japan, where there is nothing doing, to lie in 
Chofoo harbour when there is at least prospective danger. 

HANKOW. 
The Hankow Times has the following :— 


At the present time Tseng-kweh-fan, the Viceroy at Nanking, 
has issued and distributed all through the provinces of Hupeh 
and Hunan, as well as in his own jurisdiction, a lengthy pro- 
clamation against a new society called the Ko-lau-kwei. This 
club is apparently composed, for the most part, of disbanded 
braves, who, without any visible means of living, go about the 
country plundering and terrorising the people of the surround- 
ing provinces. 

The proclamation is an amusing specimen of the manner in 
which these documents alternately embody the coaxing and the 
threatening tones. From the tenor of this document it would 
appear that large numbers have been induced or compelled to 
join common cause with these disloyal and disbanded militia. 
The Ko-law name is the term, “ venerable elder brother,” used 
by the braves in camp when addressing their friends, and is, 
we believe, new, and not connected with any older or wider or- 
ganisation. 

A case having been decided in the Court at Hankow—Zn re

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Chartered Bauk of India, Australia, and China, defendants—in 
which judgment was given for the defendants, the plaintiffs 
have requested the Court to state the reasons for their judg- 
ment, 

The reply of the Court was in effect as follows :— 

Our reasons are three, embodied in the fellowing questions :—In the 
first place, was the mercantile transaction fair and honest? In the second 
place, did the agent of the Chartered Bank know that Mackellar and Co. 
were going to fail? Inthe third place, did the plaintiffs succeed in prov- 
ing a fraudulent transfer on the part of Mackellar and Co. of their money 
tothe Chartered Bank ? 

We will examine these questions most briefly. 
the mercantile transaction fair and honest? 

Not only the evidence adduced by the defendants, but the evidence ad- 
duced by the plaintiff, prove that it was. There was absolutely no sale 
for the tea at Shanghai; the market was very low; the bills drawn by 
Mackellar and Co, on parties at Shanghai were numerous; and on these 
grounds the Chartered Bank requested Mackellar and Co. to give them 
an additional margin on the tea bills equivalent to 15 per cent. This was 
a perfectly justifiable mercantile transaction, as the evidence of every one 
of the witnesses examined upon the case abundantly proves. There was 
no trickery, dishonesty, or fraud on the part of the defendants. The whole 
transaction is plain and simple. 

In the second place, did the agent of the Chartered Bank know that 
Mackellar and Co. were going to fail ? 

Mr. Macreath, agent of the Chartered Bank, examined by one of the 
plaintiffs, swears that he had no idea that Mackellar and Co. were likely 
to suspend payment until the 28th June; and he farther asserts that the 
Messrs. Gordon never hinted at such an eventto him. William Grant 
Gordon’s evidence goes to prove that Mackellar and Co. entered into that 
transaction with the Chartered Bank on account of a request for a higher 
Margin made by the agent of the bank to them officially. The transaction 
was completed on the 28th of June. Macreath, the agent of the bank, 
swears that he had not received a single hint that Mackellar and Co. were 
going to suspend payment until the 28th of June, and William Grant 
Gordon swears that Mackellar and Co. did not contemplate bankruptcy 
until the 28.h of June; the bank’s agent, therefore, could have no notice 
of Mackellar and Co.'s intended failure on the 27th of June, at least from 
Gordon. Did the agent of the bank know that Mackellar and Co. intended 
to suspend payment from Shanghai or any other quarter? We find no 
reason to believe that he did. 

In the third place, did the plaintiffs succeed in providing a fraudulent 
transfer, on the part of Mackellar and Co., of their money to the Chartered 
Bank ? 

This is the whole gist of the question, as the plaintiffs explain their 
petition. The evidence, however, only proves this—that if the Commercial 
Bank pressed Mackellar and Co. for the bill, they would have to come to 
some arrangement with their creditors. Did the plaintiffs prove that the 
Commercial Bank would press Makellar and Co. for the bill, or did they 

rove that Mackellar and Co. had a presumption that the Commercial 
Bank would press them for the bill on or before the 27th June? The 
plaintiffs did not prove either of those positions. Look at the evidence. 
The query is embodied in the word “if.” Would he, Cameron. the liqui- 
dator of the Commercial Bank, press them or not? The plaintiffé have 
not proved that he would, nor even raised a presumption that he would. 

It is a rule in Jaw, as well as in equity, that fraud is not to be presumed ; 
but neither in law nor in equity is it positively necessary to prove fraud. 
Where is the presumption that Mackellar and Co. had committed any 
fraud, according to the evidence adduced in the arranging of this mercan- 
tile transaction ? If fraud is not to be presumed, and if it is unnecessary 
to prove fraud, where is the presumption, for a presumption there must be, 
that fraud has been committed 2? We have studied the evidence, and our 
decision is that there is no presumption of fraud in the evidence adduced. 

Judgment for the defendants, in accordance with the fourth division of 
the defendants’ answer; the plaintiffs to pay the costs. 

The Lluukow Zimes of the 31st August, in its leader, after 
drawing attention to the “luminous reasons given by his 
Honour the Chief Judge of the Court” in the cause of ‘ the 
Creditors’ Assignees of the Estate of Mackellar and Co. against 
the Chartercd Bank of India, Australia, and China,” goes on to 
Bay.— 

The hearing of this important case lasted nearly four hours. Two 
gentlemen of undoubted experience and acquaintance with financial and 
mercantile matters were properly conjoined with the official President of 
the Court. At the close of the evidence, without any delay, or any clearing 
of the Court to deliberate with the assessors, the decision of the 
Court was abruptly delivered by the Acting Consul. Such a treatment of 
the case; te can only lightly characterize as flippant and unwise. It is 
possible that the legal acumen of the Acting Judye was such, that, without 
any summing up or deliberation, the case stood before his clear mind in 
all the full reiief of a stereoscopic picture. Such being the case, it would 
be of course useless and troublesome to deliberate with the assessors; but 
it would have appeared more satisfactory had the reasons for the verdict 
been embodied in his fiat. One fact we have yet to notice in connection 
with this case. The document copied into our columns of last week had 
_ never been seen by the gentlemen whose names and assent are appended 
thereto, and whose opinions it purports to embody, until supplied with our 
issue.

SHANGHAI. 

The London mail of the 10tu July arrived out on the 22nd 
August. Dates are now down to the 4th September. The in- 
tell: gence is unimportant. 

At a sale of Jand at Messrs. Cowie and Co.’s, on the 28th 
August, the following prices were realised. They show a 
lameutablo fall in the value of property :—A lot of laud next to 


the site of the New Mixed Court, at Tis. 25 per mow; a lot 
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east of Chinkiang Road, at Tis. 30 per mow; a lot in Hankow 
Road, rear of Ton-lok-yuen Theatre, at Tls. 40 for half interest ; 
a lot at south-western portion of Hankow and Chinkiang Roads, 
at Tls. 315 for half interest ; a lot near north-eastern corner of 
old Race Course, at ‘Ils. 600 for the whole, about 1 mow 6 fun ; 
a lot at rear of old Racquet Court, about 8 mow, for Tls. 1,600 
in all, A share in Honque Wharf sold for Tis. 30, and one in 
the Pootung Dock for Tis. 1,000. 

The labours of the Assessment Committee have been oom- 
pleted, and their report handed in ; but there is a very general 
feeling that the estimates have been made too high. They con- 
sidered that the present selling prices of land and the rental 
for houses now obtainable could not be taken as a standard, as 
they looked upon property as being exceptionally low at this 
time. The prospects, however, of its increasing in value to any 
extent during the next three years are small, 

A marked change has taken place in the weather. The 
temperature has fallen some ten degrees, and rain, which was 
anxivusly looked for by the Chinese, and for which prayers had 
for some time been offered up by the Taotai, has fallen in some 
quantity. The worst of the hot weather now seems to be 
passed, the summer having been one of the shortest we have 
for some years experienced. The heat commenced only on the 
23rd July, and on the 24th August it abated, so that we have 
not had more than one month of oppressive weather. 

The new seamen’s church on the Pootung Point was opened 
for Divine service, for the first time, on the 25th August, the 
Rev. M. Kaufman reading the service. The building has given 
very general satisfaction. 

Mr. Farnham, who has contracted to build the new church, 
has declared his intention of carrying out his contract notwith- 
standing a difficulty with respect to funds, concerning which 
there has been a great deal of correspondence in the local papers. 

The marriage of Mdlle. Brenier de Montmorand, daughter of 
Vcte. Brenier de Montmorand, Consul-General of France, to M. 
Leonce Verny, Ingenieur de la Marine Imperiale, was celebrated 
on the 22nd at the Jesuit Fathers’ Church, on the French 
Concession. A large number were present to witness the cere- 
mony, including the majority of the Consular and Naval officers 
in Shanghai. 

The Ciub is to be resuscitated and put in working order by 
the lst October. The great merit of the committee’s proposal 
is its cheapness, as by their scheme any one can become a 
member on payment of an entrance fee of $10, and a monthly 
subscription of $4. It was stated to be the opinion of many 
that the large subscription and entrance fee required formerly 
was the cause of so many not joining the Club, whilst under 
the new system many new members will be induced to join who 
were debarred from doing so before on account of the expense. 
The adoption of Mr. Fisher’s idea of letting out the rooms as 
chambers, and his general estimates, must have been of great 
value to the committee. It appears to us that all that was 
good, except the matter of low; subscriptions, has been taken 
from Mr, Fisher’s scheme, whilst the mixture of interests and 
divided management may lead to dissensions. 

The training for the Autumn Races has already begun, and 
there has been a good muster both of ponies and spectators 
every morning on the Race Course. 

The North China Herald says that Mr. Geo. F. Seward, 
lately United States Consul, will return to China in the early 
part of next year. ‘The presence of this gentleman will be very 
valuable at a time when the Treaty between China and the 
foreign Powers is being readjusted. The arrangements entered 
into in the beginning of 1868 will affect the future Eastern 
policy of England, France, and America, and indeed will contri- 
bute to settle their relations with China for some years, It is 
therefore very satisfactory to know that a gentleman so well 
versed in Chinese affairs as the late American Consul at Shan- 
ghai will be on the spot to advise and influence by his experience 
the high contracting parties. 

A large portion of the settlement had been completely under 
water. The spring tides, naturally high at this seasou, were, 
by the aid of a fierce N.E. by N. gale, driven right over the 
Bund, and some of the streets running east to west were sub- 
merged for a diatance of a quarter of a mile or more from the

of amnesty or clemency is promised to all those who 
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desist from these evil practices, and formally apply to the proper 
authorities, who will restore them to the rank and privileges of 
good subjects. , 

We fear that we cannot say much for the activity and zeal of 
his Excellency the Viceroy of the Two Kiang, for the proclama- 
tion came to light only after an attack upon the paternal hall 
and estate of his wealthy family in Hunan, of which province 
he is a native. It will possibly be remembered by some of our 
readers that some weeks since there was a considerable stir 
amongst the gunboats and troops on the Wuchang side, 
consequent upon the despatch of a large force to Hunan. Iv 
the district of Shiang-shiang, mentioned in this proclamation, 
the family mansion of Tseng had been pillaged, many myriads 
of silver taken out of the family hoard, and the whole house- 
hold scattered. This was an act of retaliation, carried out by 
the members of this Ko-lau-kwei, because one cf their leaders 
had been decapitated at Wuchang by order of the Governor of 
Hupeh, who is a brother of Tseng-kweb-fan. 

The discovery of the immense amount of treasure; probably 
only a part of deposits or sayings of. the Tseng family, has led 
to a few inquiries as to the way in which it has been come by. 
The matter is hushed up; but the whole affair, from first to 
last, is such a perfect exhibition of the ways and means of the 
governing and the governed of this unique country that very 
little comment is needed upon this particular instance of the 
internal disorder of a country whose people are said to be sub- 
qissive and industrious. 

The North China Datly News contains an account of a serious 
accident which has taken place at Navkin, an explosion having 
occurred in the Chinese Arsenal, causing the death of five men. 
‘The originator of the accident was a mandarin sent down from 
Peking for instruction, who, from the accounts given by the men 
who were in the room when the explosion originated, appears 
+o have been working at the manufacture of friction tubes for 
artillery purposes, and the spirit in the composition having 
evaporated from the dryness of the weather, leaving the com- 
position in caked masses, he took a hammer or other piece of 
metal with which to crush it; the result was only what with 
certainty might have been anticipated, a very slight degree of 
either friction or percussion being sufficient to produce fire. 
‘Of the five he was the last to die, so that, says our contempo- 
rary, whilst lingering for three days in great suffering, he may 
be accounted to have, in some manner, expatiated his impru- 

dence, for the accident could not have occurred from ignorance, 
he having been over and over again a witness of the fearful 
caution with which the men employed in the laboratory handled 
the dangerous mixture. Indeed, it would appear that they had 
hinted to him the danger of what he was doing, which was all 

that a workman could do, the unfortunate experimenter baing a 
Mandarin. . se 

A notification has appeared in the Supreme Courts and Con- 
-sular Gazette, announcing that a meeting of the creditors of 
Messrs. Smith, Kennedy, and Co. would be held on the 7th 
September, for the purpose of taking steps to annul the bank- 
gxuptcy. Telegrams have been received stating that the meeting 
had been held, but that further proceedings were postponed 
until January next. There appears little doubt but that the 
bankruptcy will be annulled. 


_ HONG KONG. 

From this port we have dates to the 11th of September. 
The London mail of July 26 arrived out on the 3rd of 
September, conveying telegrams to the 10th of August. Tra 
Calcutta telegrams from London to August 13 had been re- 
ceived. 

It was notified that the next departure from Hong Hong 
for Japan and San Francisco by the Pacific mail line would 
be that of the Great Republic, on the 15th of October. 

The present mail brings accounts of the severe typhoon of 
the 8th September, already reported by telegraph. According 
to the China Mail, it virtually commenced about nine P.M. on 
that day, and gave ample warning of its approach. The af- 
ternoon sky betokened wind, and at about seven P.M. a tremen- 
dous gust swept over the town, accompanied by a pelting rain. 
iv -as not, however, till nearly ten o’clock that the storm burst 
a> l= --+v. The first to suffer were the native boats, num- 
bers of ber ag to =a would have been drowned but for the 
exertions of tho Wa 1... who did everything in their power 
to afford help.

The Eagle, 
American schooner, also sank, the crew being saved. Two 
water boats belonging to Messrs. Bowra and Co. also sank, and 
several of their crews were drowned. The chop of Mr. 
Michell, carpenter, also sank. ‘I'he vessels driven on shore at 
Kowloon are, the Danish schooner Alevandra and the Siamese 
three masted schooner Maria, the two vessels having their 
rigging locked together and both utter wrecks. The British 
barques Omar Pasha, Canton and Fortitude, and the ship Aden 
are also ashore, and the unfortunate Government junk Prepos- 
terous has run on shore, and is little more than a wreck at 
Kowloon. : 

The British ship Regina, the Wartburg, Young Greek, Senaior 
Webb, Bengal and Heather Bell, were all jammed together ahead 
of the Fort William, and most of them are seriously damaged. 





The steamer Zintin and the police junk at Sowkewan have both 


been clean swept, while un immense number of junks have been 
wrecked or have foundered. Off the village of Yoma-ti an 
immense number of sampans were lost and 7 or 8 junks are 
on shore at Sowkewan. The yacht Re-echo has been knocked 
to pieces, and several other yachts have sunk. Op shore, on 
both sides of the harbour much damage has occurred. 

The small houses known as ‘“ Wohang’s houses,” at the end 
of Kowloon peninsula, are blown into fragments, and look as if 
they had been destroyed by fire. Three men were wounded 
and two killed by the falling debris, and au inspector of police 
slightly injured. The Mint wall has “ started,” and the Bathing- 
house is simply a complete wreck. The scaffolding of the City 
Hall and Hong Kong and Shanghai Banking Corporation’s new 
buildings have fallen across the Praya, quite obstructing the 
way. A culvert has burst in Shelley-street, and the roads in 
the upper part of the town are cut up with gullies made by the 
torrents of rain water, and leaves and branches of trees are 
scattered in every direction, A large loss of life has occurred 
amongst the native boating population, but there are no means 
of arriving at absolute statistics.” 

Within thelimits of the harbour-master’s jurisdiction the 
wrecks and damages amounted to the following totals :—Sank : 
(exclusive of yachts) one barque, one schooner, two water- 
boats, and one chop. Wrecked: One ship, three barques, two 
schooners, and the Government junk. Of other damages eight 
vessels are seriously injured, while an immense number have, 
more or less, “come to grief.” There are no means of eati- 
mating the loss of native junks and native life, but however 
great it may have been in the harbour and neighbourhood of 
Hong Kong, there is reason to believe that the number of lives 
sacrificed at sea is, in proportion, far greater. 

At Whampoa and Canton much damage was done among the 
native craft, and many lives were lost on the river; the 
Chinese say over one hundred. Between Whampoa and Canton 
many junks are on shore, and of sampans and other small craft 
undoubtedly a great number came to grief. The Southern Bell, 
British ship, lying in one of the Union Docks, was nearly laid 
on her beams and her hold filled with water by reason of the 
floods breaking over and overflowing the dock she wasin. The 
Solent, in Gow and Co.’s Dock, met with a similar accident, 
except that she got no water in her hold. Ferguson’s Dock 
was also overflowed, but no damage was done to the American 
ship Magnet lying there. Very little damage, and that only ofa 
trifling description, has been done to any of the houses on the 
Shamien site, and even the mat bungalows have weathered the 
storm. Many wrecks, however, have taken place among the 
junks, cargo-boats, &c. The sea-wall of the Shamien site is 
uninjured... None of the steamers lying in the river have 
suffered injury. At Macao the typhoon did not commence 
with any great violence until midnight, and it lasted only an hour. 
But little damage was done. 


The following narrative of the proceedings of H.M.S. Pearl 
during the typhoon and for the twelve hours following it throws 
much light upon the fearful havoc caused by one of these terrific 
hurricanes amongst the seafaring population of the China sea- 
board :— 

The Pearl left Hong Kong harbour at 7.30 a.m. on the morning of the 
8th Sept. The weather-wise predicted a typhoon, but the wind being in 
her favour and simply a fresh breeze, little uneasiness was felt by those on 
board. The barometer at the time of her weighing anchor stood at 29 deg. 
80 min. At 2 p.x. it had fallen to 29 deg. 60 min., and they wore sbi 
and stood in for Mir’s Bey. The wind, however, suddenly increased, 
and the weather became so thick that it would have been the height of im- 
prudence to attempt to make the land. She “herefore lay to under a main 


trysail on tbe starboard tack with her head «0 the O-"0 1A» ur pat, the 
ba: ometer showed 29 deg. 46 min., and at ipa ok The Captain s 
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ulley was blown (not washed) away, and matters began to look serious. 

{l was made as snug as pcssible ; hawsers were passed along the breeches 
of the guns, secured vy tackles, life-lines, rove, &c. Heavy squalls, ac- 
companied by much rain, kept sweeping over the ship. At 6.14 P.M. the 
barometer fell to its lowest point, 28 deg. 60 min., and the typhoon raged 
with its utmost fury. The second cutter and third gig were washed away, 
and the dingy was blown from the davits inboard, and, falling across the 
spanker-boom, was nearly cut intwo. At 7.45 p.m. the life-boat was washed 
away, and at 8 P.M. the mizen top-sail and spanker, and soon afterwards the 
foresail, main topsail, fore and main trysails, and jib (although all furled 
or stowed except the main trysail) were blown from their gaskets, the ship 
at that time lying to under the clue of the storm main trysail. At 8 P.M. the 
barometer showed 29 deg. 20 min., rising to 29 deg. 68 min. at midnight, 
with the wind at south. From 8 to 9 heavy squalls passed frequently, but 
it was evident that the typhoon was breaking. During the whole time 
steam was kept up in her boilers, and it was occasionally necessary to move 
the engines in order to clear the ship of the masees of water which deluged 
her decks and found their way into the bilges. 

As daylight broke a scene was gradually presented which astonished even 
old sailors on board. Here and there wera to be seen numbers of junks 
floating bottom upwards, and the sea was literally strewn with wreck. Most 
of the junks and many of the floating spars supported half-drowned Chi- 
nese, and the Pearl immediately set to work to save as many lives as possi- 
ble. This was the more difficult from the fact that the boats were gone, 
and it could only be accomplished by steaming up alongside each piece o 
wreck and throwing ropes to the occupants. This, thanksjto very skil- 
ful handling, was most successfully done, The first descried was one man 
ona piece of sail with two bamboo sticks adhering to it; next they 
came across the half of a junk, bottom up, with five men 
on it, who were also rescued ; the third lot consisted of four men 
and one woman upon the bottom of a capsized junk. When the 
craft upset the men were thrown into the water and contrived to get upon 
the inverted hull, but the woman who was in the cabin at the time re- 
mained inside. Witha nail torn from the outside the men contrived to 
scratch a hole in the bottom, and then to tear up the planking and get the 
woman out! Next camo a set of four men, followed by another of two 
men both on the bottoms of capsized junks. The latter asserted that 
some more men remained inside, and this was suddenly veri- 
fied in a way that produced an almost comic impression. Sud- 
denly, and without apparent cause, a bamboo shot up through 
the rotten planking, its upper end waggling about in the air in the most 
eccentric manner, while an unmistakable noise proclaimed interior 
humanity. There was some difficulty in getting sufficiently close to the 
junk again, so volunteers were called for to swim to, and cut a hole in, 
the floating cuffin, and four gallant fellows did so. Unfortunately, one of 
the three men found inside was dead when his rescuers arrived, but the 
others survived. The help of the warm tea and rice, liberally dispensed 
to the unfortunates by the captain and officers, restored them to their 
usual state of impassive equanimity. 

The next case was of a very similar nature; one man was taken off 
from the bottom ofa junk, and another was cut out by the swimming 
volunteers. Two men were next rescued, each on a separate half of their 
junk some half mile apait. Again, scattered fragments of rotten junk with 

umanity still clinging to them claimed attention, and by the time the 
Pearl had arrived off the entrance of this harbour she had succeeded in 
rescuing twenty-nine men and one woman. 

The United States steamer J/onocacy was also caught in the 
typhoon when about 100 miles from Hong Kong, and the 
China Mail publishes the following account of her expe- 
rience :— 

At 8 o'clock it showed signs of coming on, by not allowing us to eat 
our breakfa-t unless in a standing posture. From morning to about three 
P.M. the barometer kept steadily going down, and in the interval we were 
being plunged about, a:raining the vessel considerably—having 14 inches 
of water iu the hold at this early stage. The water came over the top- 
gallant foreca tle in tons, and over our quarters in such immense quan- 
tities as made the berth deck a pond, and the captain's cabin, ward-room 
and steera‘:e ankle deep. So much water, and in such weight, coming 
down over the sides jarred and strained the ship frightfully. The timbers 
over our heads sprung to such an extent that it allowed water enough in to 
float our bedding. The wind increased until between 7 and 9 p.M., when 
the baremeter was at its lowest, 27.85. It then commenced rising. After 
much labour and exertion the main staysail was bent, which steadied our 
vessel considerably, but it finally gave way, leaving us to broach to, and 
shipping seas upon all parts of the vessel. The tiller was here broken, 
but was fortunately replaced, and lasted well. The seas coming over the 
forward part of the hurricane deck started it an inch and made it “sag” 
fearfully. Then the first cutter was washed away, and another sea striking 
the davits wrenched the five-inch iron off, and the boat went astern and 
was soon lost sight of. The Ist and 2nd cutter and gig were stove in, but 
not parted from the davits. 

Another sea unfortunately succeeded in tearing away our launch. We 
had now but two light and imperfect boats in case we had been compelled 
to leave the ship. At 9 p.m. another furious wind came, making us lay 
hold of solid and substantial things, whilst every movable article went 
floating in the seething element around us. It required but another jerk 
like this to lose our smoke- pipe, and too soon we received it. The smoke- 
pipe having been loosened by the detachment of about 15 or 20 one-inch 
iron gauges, was lifted by the force of the wind from the fire-room to the 
spar-deck, and from the spar to the hurricane-deck, throwing it over the 
railings of ihe latter as if it were a pipe-stem, while in reality its weight 
was three tons and upwards. We certainly thought our chances of life 
were but little at this critical juncture. The officer of the deck immediately 
had a fire-hose in readiness to stand by, in case the cinders from the fire- 
room should communicate to the iad eek, and burn the vessel. This 
danger was escaped. 

ragmen‘s of wood and iron were to be seen all around as the daylight 
dawned upon us. At 8} A-». we commenced chopping away the wood 
ground the four sheet-iron_vo"lators on the hurricane deck, in order to 
__ Tate a pry someon TPS 1 give Yraftto the grate surface. At 11 a.3¢. 
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sufficient steam had been raised to get under weigh, endeavouring to cosz 
the vessel into Hong Kong. All the afternoon, passing drift wood of 
sunken junks. At 4 the quarter-master conned a person floating about on 
a piece of timber, and shortly afterwards saw two more drifting about 

Stopped engines, sent the best boat we could and succeeded (though the 
sea was rather high) in bringing aboard two women anda man. We could 
not understand them, and satisfied ourselves by giving them dry clothes 
and something to eat. They are all more or less bruised about the head. 
At 41, passed several dead bodies floating by. At 8, came to anchor. 

The Legislative Council met on the 10th August, all the 
members present. His Excellency explained that he had been 
compelled reluctantly to postpone the former mecting, owing to- 
the fact that he had been flooded on the peak by the typhoon. 
The Piracy Suppression «nd the Marine Store Ordinances were- 
passed. On the Governor moving that the Appropriation Bill 
be passed, Mr. Whittall took the opportunity of expressing his. 
approval of the estimates in the bulk, and particularly the 
Gambling-licence revenue, while at the same time he pro- 
tested against the Stamp Tax and the Military Contribution. 
Mr. Parry took exception to the Civil Hospital and the Kowloon 
Sanitarium items, and entered his protest against the Gambling- 
licence, and the derivation of any revenue from such a source. 
He advocated suppression, and suggested imprisonment in place 
of fines for convicted gamblers. As no amendment was pro- 
posed, however, the estimates were then passed. His Excel- 
lency remarked that there would not likely be any further legis- 
lation this year, unless orders came from home; and the 
Council was therefore adjourned sine die. The following is a

at safe conclusions. It is, we believe, intended to commence 
with the Pratas Shoal which, lying as it does right in the 
highway of vessels making direct for the Formosa Channel, 
is one of the most formidable dangers on the coast of China. 
It is expected that a light will be burning there in January, 
1869, at the latest, and the benefit its establishment will confer 
upon commerce and navigation will be immense. The 
other points are not yet, it is said, fully decided upon, but 
the following are named as likely localities for lighthouses :— 
—(we give their position for home readers)—Breaker point, 
lat. 22.5 N. long. 116.31 E.; the Lamocks, lat. 23.17 N. 
long. 117.21 E.; Chapel Island, off the entrance to Amoy 
Harbour ; the Pescadores (possibly on Fischer Island or one 
of the small islets in its vicinity) ; Turnabout Island, off the 
island of Haitan; the White Dogs, off the entrance of the 
Min ; Ockseu Island, one of the Lam-yet group in lat. 24.593 
N. long. 119.344 E.; Tung-ying Island, in (about) lat. 26.23 N. 
long. 120.32 E.; Video Island, at the eastern end of the 
Chusan Archipelago; the Barren Islands, off the Saddle 
group; Sha-Wei-Shan, the northern-most of the Chusan 
Archipelago, and lying off the entrance of the Woosung river ; 
the Shantung Promontory ; the Miao-tow Islands, at the en- 
trance of the Gulf of Pechili; and Sha Lui Tien, off the mouth 
of the Peiho. These, in addition to the lights now being got 
for Gutzlaff, and the North Saddle, and the one already in 
operation at Chefoo, ought to make the navigation of the coast 
comparatively easy. It is believed that all these can be in 
working order in five years’ time, though of course it is possible 
that some change may be made in the points selected. We 
do not hear that anything is in contemplation for For- 
mosa. A lighthouse at its southern end would be a great 
boon to navigators, but very possibly it will be an impossi- 
bility to establish one for some years. Its ports again are 
hardly of sufficient importance to justify the erection of a 
lighthouse at either of them so long as more frequented and 
dangerous portions of the China coast are without one. A 
ght is, however, to be erected on the Gap rock to the south- 
west of Hong Kong. This completed, a great facility will be 
afforded to vessels approaching this port from that direction. 
It is not, we understand, the intention of the Chinese Govern- 
ment to consider the work completed by the erection of the 
outer line of lights. The approaches to the ports will next re- 
Ceive attention, and in some ten years time the coast of China 
will, for safety of navigation, so far as proper lights can ensure 
it, compare favourably with that of most other countries. 





STRAITS SETTLEMENTS. 
SINGAPORE. 


Dates from this port are to the 20th of September. The 
outward mail of August 10 was delivered on the 11th of Sep- 
tember. London telegrams had been received via Calcutta to 
the 3rd of September. 


The budget estimates for the concluding nine months of the 
present year have continued to form the subject of discussion 
both in and out of the Legislative Council. The revenue side 
of the account shows a total of $1,050,227, the disburse- 
ments $1,000,987, leaving a nominal credit balance of about 
$50,000, 

There is a report that it is the intention of Government to 
abolish the Municipal Councils at the various Straits Settle- 
ments. These Councils have in charge, as their name implies, 
the general maintenance and improvement of the towns, and 
they collect rates and taxes for that purpose, which are kept a 
distinct fund from the general revenue. As they are not more 
likely to clash with the Government now than before, it is diffi- 
cult to seo anyreason for their abolishment, and it is to be 
hoped the report is incorrect. Moreover, whatever may be said 
of Penang and Malacca, Singapore is quite as large as most 
towe- that possess their town councils and civic authorities,

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Sept. for Hong Kong and Japan. Shortly before her departure 
@ seaman fell overboard and was drowned. 

The British steamer John Bull was put up for sale by public 
auction, and realised $12,860. 

The seventh general meeting of shareholders in the Tanjong 
Pagar Dock Company took place on the 39th August, the Hon. 
Thomas Scott in the chair, at which the directors’ report and 
balance-sheet to 30th June, 1867, were adopted. The report 
states that of the $200,000 debeuture bonds authorised to be 
issued, only $35,500 remained to be taken up. Satisfactory 
progress had been made with the works ; tramways had been 
laid down, and“*other improvements were in progress; 52 
steamers and 16 sailing vessels had made use of the wharf 
during the half-year, and the dock is expected to be ready for 
use early in 1868. The accrued profits for the half-year are 
reckoned at $6,615.92. The directors have waived all claim for 
their fees for the past year. 


THE UNITED STATES MINISTER IN JAPAN. 


The New York Times publishes a despatch received by the State 
Department at Washington from Mr. Van Valkenburgh, the 
United States Minister in Japan, from which we extract the fol- 
lowing :— 

The United States Minister, Mr. Van Valkenburgh, recently applied to 
the Japanese Government for ground and privileges for a wharf to be built 
at Nagasaki by the United States Mail Steamship Company. The appli- 
cation is understood to be regarded with favour. 

The Japanese Government is expecting to make a new coinage of native 
gold and silver, on the bases of the assays which were made for that Go- 
vernment at the United States’ Mint. ‘The machinery for the purpose has 
been ordered, but not yet received from Europe. 

New Ministers have arrived from Yedo, from Italy, Belgium, and Prus- 
sia. Perfect cordiality and unanimity exists between the foreign legations. 
They have selected a site for the foreign settlement in Yedo at the mouth 
of Sumedagsa River, which enters the bay of Yedo near the centre of the 
city. The site of the settlement is directly upon the water’s edge. Within 
this foreigners are to be allowed to rent houses and land under the treaties. 
The Japanese Government proposes to build a large two-stury hotel to be 
conducted on the Western plan, to contain sixty rooms, for the especial 
use of foreigners. An American architect has been employed to make a 
plan of the building, and they have already sent to San Francisco for fur- 
niture. It is expected that all will be ready by the Ist of January. 

According to the terms of the treaty, it is to be understood that no one 
is to be admitted to Yedo except for purposes of trade, which means ex- 
ports and imports only, and which does not mean the erection of grog 
shops or the promiscuous intermingling of visitors. Such intercourse would 
be full of danger in the present unsettled condition of public sentiment in 
regard to foreigners in Japan. A very curious and interesting map of 
Yedo, showing the location of the foreign quarter and of the proposed 
hotel, has been received. 

Mr. VAN VALKENBURGH gives a full account of the persecutions of the 
Christians, of which the telegraph has heretofore given us imperfect notices. 
There are in Japan 20,000 natives, Roman Catholics, descended from the 
Chriatian converts left there two hundred years ago, when Japan was closed 
to foreign intercourse. They are scattered throughout the Empire, and there 
are no new converts. A large portion of these Christians reside in the 
Island Kin Sin, and Nagasaki is their central point, where there are a Ro- 
man Catholic bishop and several priests. So far as possible they have 
hitherto held their worship in secret and in the night. The Government 
must have had notice of these meetings for a long time, but it took no mea- 
sures regarding them until the Buddhists and Lentou priests complained 
bitterly that their revenue from burials and other religious ceremonies was 
rapidly falling off. These complaints became so numerous that the local 
Government of Nagasaki caused the arrest of sixty-three men, women, and 
children, in a valley a little outside of Nagasaki. They were contined in 
small prisons erected for the purpose. It was not known that any torture 
had been inflicted, or what was their intended punishment. The Min- 
ister had appealed to the Governors ef Nagasaki to relieve the prisoners. 
They declared themselves unable to do so, a8 the prisoners were arrested 
as criminals under the Imperial laws of Japan. They, however, gave 
assurances that none of the prisoners had been tortured, and that the wants 
of those arrested and their families would be provided for. In the future 
no arrests would be made without the direction of the Supreme Governe 
ment. Afterwards two more were arrested. ‘The governors in this case 
denied that they were arrested for being Christians, and renewed all the 
previous assurances. Mr. Van Valkenburgh then addressed an earnest 
remonstrance to the Tycoon’s Government. No answer had been received 
when the steamer left, but it was understood that orders had been for- 
warded by the Gorogio to Nagasaki fur the release of the prisoners. The 
Secretary of State now urges upon the Japanese Government the abroga- 
tion of the law which proscribes Christianity.

The CHArrMAN said it would be necessary for him to say very few words 
with respect to the general position of the affairs of the bank. From the 
figures just presented it would be seen that they were in an excellent posi- 
tion, and he had good hopes for the future, for already he thought he saw 
approaching an improvement in trade and in banking. The losses an- 
nounced the last time they met had all been written off, and had turned 
out less than had been expected, while the losses since had been most insig- 
nificant in amount.

Their conviction was that 
it was a good measure, but three banks had withdrawn from the arrange- 
ment, and this bank could not maintain its business against them, and in 
substance the six months’ usance would be again resorted to. He had only 
further to declare a dividend of 30s, per share, being at the rate of 12 per 
cent., free of income-tax.

COMMERCIAL REPORT. 
CHINA AND JAPAN IMPORTS. 


YoxoHaMa.—We are glad to have to chronicle aslight but steady im- 
provement in the market. Business has been checked to some extent by 
the occurrence of another native holiday, but holders remain firm, and 
their prospects good. Deliveries have been very satisfactory, and the only 
increase stocks have received has been per Anazi, from London, with a 
general cargo, including Yarn and Shirtings. She has made a very long 
passage, and her goods are partly damaged. The business has been 
prineipally in Grey Shirtings, Yarn, and Black Velvets. The former 
staples have been placed at previously quoted rates, but for the Velvets an 
advance of $0.30 has been secured. Sellers of S.S. Camilets have also 
got an advantage of $0.50. Considerable sales of Dyed Brocades are re- 

rted, and we have also to nole a demand for Blankets. In metals 

ittle has been done, with the exception of a considerable sale of Pig Iron 

at $1.70. Rice, in consequence of the continued drought, has advanced 
again and a fresh demand appears to be springing up for this indispensable 
article of food. Sugar as yet is unchanged, with a small business. 

SHANGHAI.—The market for Cotton fabrics has been in a most dull 
and depressed state, and values of most descriptions show a marked de- 
cline upon those ruling a fortnight ago; this state of affairs is to be traced 
to the complete collapse of the Tientsin market, which in ordinary seasons 
draws such large supplies from this. Grey Shirtings 8} lb. have further 
declined in price, and in sympathy with them, White Shirtings, T- Cloths 
and other staple goods, Fancy Cottons have been very dull of s»*+* 80

Hanxow.—The demand for imports has been on a moderate scale. 
_ Grey Shirtings, under advices of a stagnant market in Shanghai, have 
steadily declined. Woollen and Worsted fabrics, with the exception of 
Long Ells, which still command attention, have been almost entirely 
neglected. Fancy Cottons have been taken freely, but at lower values. 

CaNTON.—Transactions in cotton and manufactures have been very 
limited. Lead again shows an upward tendency, and Quicksilver has ad- 
vanced about $1 per picul. 

Hone Konc.—Yarn has been in request and the market is firm at the 
close. Cotton Goods: Contrary to the general expectation, there has 
been little inquiry for Piece Goods generally, and almost all descriptions 
are lower. 7. Cloths are still wanted, but do not command quite former 
values. Grey Shirtings of all weights have declined. The 5,000 pieces 
of 8} lb. reported sold were “small eagle” chop, and were taken by a 
number of dealers who agreed amongst themseelves to purchase the parcel, 
but left theJnegotiations to one of their number, so that the seller might 
not suppose that there was more than the one buyer in the market. 
This is a plan now frequently resorted to, and has the effect of keeping 
prices down. Small sales of American and English Drills have been 
made at a decline of 10 cents per piece. _Woollens: Camlets have been 
in moderate inquiry, and a few pieces of Spanish Stripes have found 
buyers, but other descriptions are quite neglected. Metals: Nail § Rod 
and Bar Iron have been in more demand at former values. Lead is very 
dull. Tin, firmer. Quicksilver, a little higher. Coals: English and 
Welsh are firmly held. Australian has been sold at $11.50 per ton, at 
which price there are still buyers, but holders are now asking $12. A par- 
cel of 600 tons Anthracite has been gold ex ship Benefactor to the U.S. 
squadron at $14 perton. Large supplies continue to arrive, and a good 
deal is being stored becauze of the difficulty of selling “ex ship” at 
reasonable rates. Quotations remain about the same, but are almost 
nominal.

YoxouaMa.—Prices have again slightly advanced, increased demand 
coinciding with some improvement in quality.

SHancuHait.—Black: For some days after the departure of the last 
mail the market remained sluggish, and prices rity Later, however, 
rather more life was shown, and the settlements have been on a liberal 
scale, although at no higher rates. The decline on all descriptions of Tea 
during the fortnight is about one tael per picul. The stock on offer, 
although of fair magnitude, embraces few parcels of desirable quality. 
Green: The transactions have been inconsiderable. They comprise 14 
chops of Fychow and Teenkai, at Tls. 31 to 42; one of Pinsuey, at Tis. 
3632, and three of Shanghai-packed, at Tls. 30} to 373. Five chops of the 
new Teenkai Teas;have been bought at very high rates, viz. Tls. 40 to 42, 
a price, taking quality into consideration, quite on a par with that of Jast 
year. The Pingsuey Teas show a small decline. 

Hankow.—Only a moderate amount of business has been transacted, 
consequent on the unsatisfactory home intelligence, and the accumulating 
stock at Shanghai. For medium Teas, prices have in some instances 
ruled lower, whilst other kinds maintain their former values. 

Kiuxranc.—Black Teas: The arrivals of these had been more mo- 
derate, amounting to 7,400 packages; but these were again all destined 
for Shanghai, the only settlement being a small parcel of 200 chests second 
crop Ningchow at Tls. 17.5.0. | The supply, which had hitherto been ex- 
cessive, was now likely to fall off, most of the teamen having closed their 
hongs, country operations now only showing a loss in Shanghai. Green 
Teas : Six chops of new leaf had arrived, and musters of two chops been 
shown, but, as usual, teamen’s first requirements were much above buyers’ 
ideas, and§no business had been done. Four chops Lad been forwarded 
to Shanghai. No judgment could yet be formed of the quality of the 


y FGdcHow.—(Conges : The teamen continue firm holders, andalthough 
the large export and depression in the home markets have considerably 
reduced the demand, prices have but slightly receded. Many of the orders 
sent into the interior for the purchase of teas on native account are said to 
have been cancelled, and it may be hoped that the producers, unable to 
obtain remunerative prices for the fourth crop, will not pick the leaf, but 
leavd' it on the trees, in order to obtain greater vigour, and produce a crop 
next season superior in quality and quantity, thus also reducing the export 
for the current season. Souchong: Has been taken for England and the 
Continent at about previous rates. Oolongs: About 600 packages have 
been purchased for shipment to Europe, but there has been no demand for 
America. Flowery Pekoe : Settlements of the fortnight include some of the 
finest chops of the season for shipment to Russia. Scented Teas : There 
has been a considerable demand tor these descriptions, as they appear re- 
latively cheaper than other kinds. 

CantTon.—Two chops of Country Congou have arrived, one of which 
is packed in half-chests. There is at present no demand whatever. 
Country Greens also continue quite neglected. Some settlements of dis- 
trict Congou have been made at about Tls. 28 to 25. In Scented Teas 
attention has been chiefly directed to the fire and finest kinds of Scented 
Orange Pekoes, which have therefore recovered the decline noticed in 
last report, rates closing decidedly firmer. Capers have not been much 
enquired for. 

SILK. 

YoxouaMA.— We had last mail to report an eager competition amongst 
buyers, which kept up prices in spite of the continued unfavourable advices 
from your side. This has continaed for a fortnight, and it is only in in- 
ferior kinds that we can report any change for the better.

manifested. The market will hardly gain a healthy tone so long as we 
receive “unlimited” orders; the purchase of even one comparatively 
insignificant fe is quite sufficient to confirm the obstinacy of native 
holders. The vey of finer sorts is certainly above the average—the 
greatest caution being observed in selection, and many houses having 
adopted the practice of offering fullest market rates for the privilege of 
pickiog over bales. More than a half of the nominal settlements have thus 

en sent back after inspection, and we do not estimate actual purchases 
at over 320 piculs. These consist chiefly of best and good hank sorts. 
Oshus are coming forward freely, and these have also been bought to the 
extent of about two-thirds of the Mybash—Koshus and some trifling lots of 
inferior kinds making up the rest. We put the unsold stock at from 700 
to 720 piculs. , 

SHANGHAI.— Notwithstanding the receipt of continued unfavourable 
telegraphic advices of the home market, considerable settlements in Silk 
bave again taken place, estimated at fully 2,000 bales, and consist chiefly 
of commonand medium grades. The decline in prices anticipated by 
many intending buyers, consequent upon the unfavourable news from 
home, has not been realised, and cannot be expected while transactions 
are entered into immediately after the departure of each mail. It is more- 
over unreasonable to suppose that the Chinamen will place any faith in the 
telegrams, when these transactions are made in the face of such adverse 
advices. The arrivals from the interior for the past fortnight do not ex- 
ceed 1,500 bales, and from Ningpo no Silk has been received; owing to 
these moderate receipts and our large settlements the stock unsold is now 
reduced to 3,000 bales, amongst which there are but few bales of true 
Chop Silks, the bulk consisting of medium and common grades. The 
latest advices from the producing districts reporta restricted business hav- 
ing been transacted. rices were lower than last mail, but still showed a 
loss as compared with quotations. The estimates given of the total crop 
were about 40,000 bales, though of course export to a great exient will be 
governed by the prices ruling in this market, for should prices decline con- 
siderably, the demand for native consumption will probably increase.

These and other similar 
works are those which will constitute the grandeur and prosperity of the 
country. A considerable portion of the Foggia line, it is said, might be 
opened in December, but obstacles are feared, At Brindisi it has at 
been determined to form a dry dock, of the length of 120 metres. 
estimated expense is 2,500,000 lire; the works are to be thrown open to 
competition, and offers are to be made under the obligation of construef- 
ing the basin sufficiently large to receive vessels of 2,000 tons. 


ConsuLaR APPpoINTMENTS.—The Queen has been pleased to ya 
of Baron Carlo de Cretty de St. Paires as Consw? at Aden for his 
Majesty the King of Italy ; of Mr. Francis MacNab as Consul at Sydney, 
in New South Wales, for his Majesty the. oe of the Netherlands ; and 
of Mr, William Minto as Consul for #*<~ Presidency of Bengal, to reside 
at Calcutta, for his Majesty the Kéng of Sweden and Norway. 
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An Uxrarrurut Srewarp.—Daniel da Silva, a man of colour, the 
ateward of the ship Eliza Shaw, lying in the West India Dock, was 
brought before Mr. Benson, charged with stealing two bottles of cham- 
pagne, a bottle of brandy, a bottle of gin, a bottle of sherry, two tins of 
sardines, a bottle of mustard, a bottle of pepper, a knife, a pistol, six 
pounds of candles, a table-cloth, fifteen desert-spoons, three tea-spoons, 
and four table forks. On the 12th inst. the prisoner made his appearance 
at the import entrance of the West India Dock, with his chest, bed, and 
bedding. He said he was from the Eliza Shaw, a China ship, lying in the 
West India Dock, and produced a pass from his captain. Joseph Cleaver, 
@ constable in the service of the East and West India Dock Company, 
overhauled the chest, in which he found the above-mentioned property, 
and also found 44]b. of contraband tobacco on the prisoner’s person. The 

risoner said he came from the Eliza Shaw, and that all the property be- 

onged to him. Cleaver detained him, and made inquiries. The result 
proved the falsity of the prisoner’s statement. Captain John Steel, the 
master of the ship Eliza Shaw, stated that the whole of the property be- 
longed to him. He had eighteen pistols with knives attached, like the one 
produced, when he sailed from England for China. He missed five of 
‘them when the voyage terminated. Mr. Benson: Are the rest of the 
things your property or the property of the ship? Captain Steel: The 
property of the ship. The steward had the use of all the things, and 
great confidence was placed in him. There was brandy on board similar 
to this. The Prisoner: I own I am guilty. I am sorry for what I have 
done. Captain Steel very humanely recommended the prisoner to mercy. 
The prisoner could not be more sorry than he was. He had been a good 
and faithful steward on the voyage, and had proved unfaithful at last. 
He did not expect this of the prisoner. Mr. Benson: He has stolen a 
large quantity of property, and he ought to be committed for trial for this 
robbery. Captain Steel earnestly appealed to the magistrate not to commit 
tthe prisoner for trial. The prisoner: I will pay for the goods. Mr. 
Benson: No, that cannot be allowed. You have committed a very serious 
‘obbery, and if you had not been strongly recommended to mercy you 
would have been committed for trial, and then you would have been sen- 
‘tenced to a long term of imprisonment. I convict you of the unlawful 
possession of the goods, and sentence you to two months’ imprisonment 
and hard labour. 

Ture Mont Crenis Rartway.—A correspondent states that during the 
#ix months of official trials above Lanslebourg no accident of any kind took 
splace in consequence of horses or mules being frightened by the engines, 
to which those sensible animals soon became reconciled—as they do in 
England where railways approach the public roads and streets of towns. 
‘Until the horses become accustomed to the engines ove. the whole length 
of the mountain, however, some care will be required. The goods trains, 
which are to precede passenger traffic, will run at a speed of only eight or 
ten miles an hour, and will be seen long before they approach ‘ie dili- 
gences, which may be stopped while the train passes, or the train may be 
stopped to allow the diligences to pass, as was done in the trial trip of the 
26th of August last, on which pan Tyler reported. Another im- 

rtant safeguard is that the railway has taken the outside of the road and 

eft the insiae to the horse traffic. The railway, in fact, forms an embank- 
ment nearly the whole way, and its post and rai! fence effectually protects 
the road conveyances from the dangers of the precipice. From this point 
of view the railway must be considered rather to increase than diminish 
“Se security of travellers on the ordinary road. ‘Lhe Government inspec- 
tion of the line was fixed for the 20th inst. The date of opening for traffic 
is not yet fixed, nor is it decided whether there will be any ceremony of 
@ublic inauguration. 

Wreck oF THE Sup “ Evizaperu.”—The following report has been 
received by the Board of Trade :—* British Consulate, Swatow, August 6. 
Sir,—The British barque Elizabeth, of Dundee, bound from Neuchwang 
for Swatow, with beancake, was totally lost in Owick-bay, to the north of 
this some forty miles, on the 15th ult., during a severe typhoon. Seven 
lives were lost, besides those of the master’s wife and child. Those of the 
‘crew who succeeded in reaching the shore were stripped by the natives 
and robbed of their effects; but afterwards met with kindness from the 
inhabitants of one of the villages. A junk was hired, and the survivors 
‘were all brought hither. At the request of Mr. Darke, the master of Her 
Majesty's gunboat Drake proceeded to the remains of the wreck. The 
people appeared so poor and wretched, and s0 many villages were con- 
cerned in the plundering, that the commander of the gunboat judged it 
inadvisable to resort to a and without doing so no attempt or threat 
would have availed to obtain tbe restoration of any of the property. 
From what wes left of the ship he brought away a piece of one of the 
masts and a portion of cable, as there was in this case no suspicion of any 
fault or misconduct on the part of the master or those under him. No 
papers of any description have been saved.—I have, &c., W. M. Coopsr, 
tHer Majesty's Acting Consul.” 


THE Suez CaNAL.—It is perhaps not generally known that the Suez 
Canal Company charges itself now with the conveyance of goods from 
the Mediterranean to the Red Sea, and vice versa. This provisional 
working is carried on partly by the maritime canal and partly by the sweet- 
water canal; and the English Government is availing itself of the facilities 
offered by forwarding by the new route horses, forage, and other stores 
fequired in connection with the Abyssinian expedition. The French 
Minister of Marine has also on several occasions availed himself of the 
mew route in the despatch of stores for Cochin China. Everything for- 
warded has, however, to be transhipped en route from the sweet-water 
canal to the maritime canal. 


Tue New ATLANTIC TELEGRAPH.—It seems we are likely soon to 
have cheaper telegraphic despatches to and from America than the rate 
«charged by the Atlantic Telegraph Company. It is stated that the cable 
between France and the United States—Brest and New York—will offer 
superior advantages to that of England, as*the prices will be much 
reduced, from 50f.to 60f. To expedite the delivery of despatches and 
prevent probable confusion, it is proposed to establish two classes of tele- 
graphy—the express and the ordinary. The express, which will cost more, 
will arrive as promptly as ible, and be delivered at the place of desti- 
nation by messengers on horseback ; the ordinary will be arranged as at 
present. 
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A Wakninc to Consuis.—A ccrrespondent mentions that one of 
our Consuls abroad has just been the victim of an ingenious and novel 
swindle, by which he has been eased of a sum of money considerable in 
comparison with a small salary. A young man of gentlemanly manners 
and address presented himself at the Consulate with a request that the 
Consul would legalise his signature to a declaration for half-pay due to him 
as lieutenant in the navy. This person produced at the same time a 
Foreign-office passport to prove identity, and exhibited a letter, which he 
stated he had just received from the Admiralty, wherein he was authorised 
to draw on the Paymaster, Naval Department, for asum which would be 
duly paid on the declaration being attached to the bill. He further said 
that he found himself in a disagreeable position, since he had come under 
the full conviction that a remittance from his agents would be waiting for 
him, anc had left a young lad who was his servant by way of pledge at an 
hotel until his return with funds for the discharge of his hotel expenses. 
He was ‘‘ awfully disgusted ” at receiving a letter from his agents, Messrs. 
Hoare, inforning him that they held a balance to his favour of nearly £300, 
but they had omitted to endorse a Jist of their correspondents on the Con- 
tinent. The Consul, after examining the papers, gave credit to the story, 
and advanced the gentleman £40, receiving in exchange a bill payable at 
sight on the London firm, which was soon after returned with the endorse- 
ment “ not known.” 


THE AMERICAN CoLony In Syara.—Two years ago an enthusiast 
named Adams persuaded a number of the citizens of the State of Maine to 
establish an agricultural and religious colony at Jaffa, in Syria, which he 
represented to them as a land flowing with milk and honey. The enter- 
prise proved a complete failure financially and sentimentally. A few of 
Mr. Adams’s victims have contrived to strugyle back, having soma slight 
resources of their own still left to them; while a subscription is now bei 
raised in New York to rescue the others, many of whom are women an 
children, from a state of actual starvation. 


AccounTs from Jerusalem give a very unfavourable account of the state 
of the road between that city and Jaffa, and the increasing misery of the 
population, and the continued neglect of the representations forwarded to 
the Porte as to remedial measures causes much discontent. 


Tus new Federal flag of Germany has been recognised by France» 
England, Sweden and Norway, Italy, Austria, and Spain. From the 
other seafaring Powers the like is shortly expected. 


STOPPAGE OF THE ROYAL BANK OF LIVERPOOL, 


During the morning of the 22nd instant rumours were current in Liver- 
pool regarding the difficulties of the Royal Bank ; and at three o'clock on 
the same afternoon the bank closed, the following notice being posted on 
its doors:—*‘ The bank has been compelled to suspend payment. A 
meeting of the shareholders will be held to-morrow to determine the 
course to be adopted.—H. A. Withers, Manager, Oct. 22, 1867.” Ae is 
usual in such cases hundreds crowded round the bank for several hours to 


read this notification and comment on it. During the day a protracted 
meeting of the directors was held, and the “talk on ’Change ” was that, 
owing to the fact that the proprietary is small but wealthy, the bank an 
unlimited one, and the accounts more large than numerous, the individual 
suffering would be smaller, the results of the suspension being far less 
disastrous and discreditable than the Barned failure. As might be expected, 
there was a run early in the morning upon the other local banks, but all of 
them met the demands so promptly that confidence was soon restored—if 
such a feeling as confidence can be said to exist at all. 


On the following day a private meeting of the directors was held at the 
offices of the bank, to adopt such measures as might be deemed necessary. 
It was, we believe, suggested that the several shipping firms to whom the 
bank has made advances to the extent of between £400,( 30 and £5 3,000 
should be placed in liquidation, and that the advances should be deducted 
from the assets as a bad debt. It was also decided that a meeting of share- 
holders should be called as soon as possible, and this accordingly took 
place on the 24th. 


At this meeting an immediate call was resolved upon of £5 per share. 
It was at the same time agreed that a speedy resumption of the business 
is desirable, and that steps should be taken to register the bank under the 
Joint-Stock Companies Act of 1862. The present liabilities to be pro- 
vided for are £1,650,000, of which £1,200,0U0 are on deposit and gua- 
ranteed accounts, and £450,000 on bills that will come back owing to 
default by the parties primarily responsible. The losses sustained ere esti- 
mated at £770,000, to meet which there are the capital, reserve fund, and 
undivided profits, amounting altogether to £820,(‘ ). Another meeting is 
to be held on the 7th of November, with the view to winding up the com- 
pany under its existing form of unlimited liability. 


The announcement of the stoppage excited a great deal of attention 
in London, but no great surprise. Bills bearing the endorsement of that 
bank have been regarded with suspicion here for some time nast, in conse- 
quence of the speculative nature of its transactions. Departing from bank- 
ing operations of a legitimate character, the management has always shown 


: too great a willingness to embark in financial business of a wider scope, 


and involving, of course, proporticnate risk. Thus, it is stated that some 
£300,000 has been locked up in ships, represen ing about 40.000 tons, 
and which are now trading (» various parts of the world. A large sum is 
also understood to have been advanced on paper represented by cotton. 
The total liabilities are estimated at £3,000,0U00 to £4.000.U00, but it is 
fully anticipated that the creditors will be »aid in full, this being an ua- 
limited bank, and many of the shareholders being very wealthy. The 
reserve fund was recently stated at £106,933. Mr. Francis Shand is the 
chairman, and Messrs. Holme, John Bibby, and Robert Hutchinson are 
directors. The proprietary is a very small one, as we have betore stated, 
but the parties interested are involved to very heavy amounts. One lady 
is said to be interested to the extent of £100,000, a merchant to 
nearly a quarter of a million sterling, an-Mer merchant to the amount of 
£274,000, and a broker to £84,000. 
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THE SUEZ CANAL. 


WuHeEtHER the Suez Canal be destined to become a great fact 
in the world’s history, or whether it prove a gigantic and costly 
failure, Egypt is, and must always continue to be, a country of 
the greatest interest and importance to all engaged in or con- 
nected with our trade with India and China. In August last 
we had occasion to comment on the unmistakable symptoms 
of increased prosperity that have lately become manifest, not 
only as regards the traffic through the country, but the develop- 
ment of fureign enterprise and native industry within it, and 
the undeniable progress of M. Lessep’s colossal scheme is now 
attracting so much attention that we need hardly apologise for 
once more recurring to the subject. Of the financial position 
of the undertaking we will say nothing here, except that it is 
quite incomprehensible, and therefore most unsatisfactory ; the 
public have been completely mystified by a series of contradic- 
tory statements that have been commented on at considerable 
length by The Z':mes in & leader which we reprint elsewhere. 
Neither will we speculate on its future utility and remunera- 
tiveness, regarding which M. Lesseps is so sanguine, and the 
British capitalist so persistently sceptical. But in the works 
actually accomplished, and those now in active progress, there 
is much that is both interesting and instructive. Our former 
article (above alluded to) had reference only to such works con- 
nected with the southern end of the Canal as might be noticed 
by avy overland traveller passing through Suez; those at the 
northern end, however, are quite out of the transit route, and 
must be the object of a special expedition. 

Port Said, the spot selected as the entrance to the Canal from 
the Mediterranean, is about 140 miles to the east of Alexandria, 
and stands on a narrow strip of [land separating Lake Mengaleh 
from the sea. A recent visitor describes the town as somewhat 
resembling San Francisco in its early days. ‘Its streets are 
“traced at accurate right angles to each other; the houses re- 
“semble those of a gold diggers’ city, a few being built of 
“stone, but the great majority of wood, either plastered over or 
“left bare, while there are not a few canvas tents. The streets 
“are nothing but sand, in which one sinks nearly avkle deep, 
“and walking would be no pleasure to the most determined 
“pedestrian. The principal streets were really crowded with 
“* people, and the stores, in which everything could be purchased, 
*‘ seemed to be doing a brisk business.” The works going on 
in this little-known place are described as a triumph of engi- 
neering skill and boldness, to say nothing of the wonders that 
had to be accomplished before the actual construction of the 
Canal could be begun. Where six years since was but a desert 
strip of sand, there now stands a busy town, a port with its 
large basin full of shipping ; docks, quays, and factories. The first 
necessity was a channel deep enough to allow ships to enter. This 
being accomplished, a mole or pier fully two miles long, extend- 
ing into six fathoms of water, was required to protect the 
channel. No stone suitable for building this could be obtained 
except from quarries so distant that the cost of obtaining it 
was no less than 85f. per cubic metre! Not daunted by this 
difficulty, the engineers set to work to make their own stone 
from the sand itself; and by combining it with lime and sea 
water an excellent artificial stone is obtained, with which 
the pier is being rapidly completed. A second pier is in course 

of construction in such & position that the two together will 
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form an immense “ outer port,” which will defend the mouth 
of the canal from any wind whatever. The “inner port,” 
where most vessels are moored at present, is 866 yards long 
and 400 to 600 wide, and is being dredged to a depth of 26 
feet. In the port and different parts of the Canal there are 
forty-six steam dredging machines at work, of 60 to 75 
horse-power, each lifting about 1,500 cubic yards of sand per 
day. And there are 28 steam-barges engaged in carrying the 
sand raised out to sea. These barges are constructed with an 
air-tight casing, so that they cannot sink. The bottoms are 
mere folding doors, which are kept in their places by chains. 
When the barge is far enough out at sea the engine slackens 
these chains, the bottom opens, and the cargo is discharged. 
The weekiy consumption of coal, by dredging-machines, barges 
and tugs, is no Jess than 10,000 tons per week! These few 
facts will suffice to show the nature of the preliminary work 
already accomplished ; and we cannot withhold our tribute of 
admiration to the wondrous energy and skill therein displayed, 
although our feelings as regards the shareholders whose millions 
are thus magnificently expended may be more nearly akin to 
pity than anything else. 


STUDENT INTERPRETERS FOR CHINA. 

WE hear that six more appointments have been made to the 
class of student interpreters in China, Candidates are nominated 
by the Secrerary of Srate for ForeicN AFFAIRS as vacancies 
require to be filled up. They undergo a strict competitive 
examination in Precis, Latin and French construing, the simple 
rules of arithmetic, and four books of Euclid ; they are expected 
to be well acquainted with modern geography, and to write and 
spell the English language properly. To this admirable test of 
capacity we should like to see that some proficiency in the 
rudiments of Chinese were required as well. That language 
confessedly requires a lifetime for its proper acquisition. It is 
said to be acase of mere plodding and hard work, but not 
every one has an aptitude nor the devotion required for such 
labour, and we think that it is only fair that those who are ready 
to undergo this test should, ceteris paribus, receive the pre- 
ference. There is a professor of the language at King’s College 
of many years’ experience, who could, without doubt, enable 
gentlemen going to China in the capacity of student interpreters 
to grapple with the first difficulties of so arduous a study 
advantageously. At present however this office—established 
with so much energy by the late Sir Grorce T. Staunton, 
himself an eminent Chinese scholar—exists almost as a sinecure, 
and, being in no way encouraged by Government, is of much 
less utility than it might be. We understand however that a 
representation to this effect has already been made to Lord 
SraNnLry, and we trust it may lead to the desired result. Mr. 
W. C. Hitrrer, son of the late CoarLes Butter Hitter, chief 
magistrate at Hong Kong, and nephew of Watter MrepHorst, 
H.M.’s Consul at Hankow, has passed a very satisfactory exami- 
nation before the Civil Service Commissioners for a student 
interpretership in China. Out of sixteen candidates he stood 
second. 


THE assertions of the Japan Times relative to the alleged 
abdication of the SHIocoon having been freely quoted in the 
leading European journals, Prince Mimpou Tayou, the SHI0GooN’s 
brother, as well as the Japanese Envoy now in Paris, have 
authorised a distinct denial that there is any truth in the 
rumour. It is unfortunate that the Japan Times should have 
so confidently put forth a statement of such importance without 
being able to give undeniable authority, or some tangible proof 
of its accuracy. The persistent manner in which the only two. 
Japan papers contradict one another on every point is most. 
confusing. Coming events sometimes cast their shadows. 
before, and the assertions of the Zimes may in the end be 
justified ; in the meanwhile this official denial must be allowed 
to have some weight. 


THE ironclad ram Stonewall, which was transferred by the 
United States Government to that of Japan, as compensation 
for the frauds practised on the latter by certain American 
citizens, has left Fortress Monroe for her destination, and 
reached Barbadoes after a passage of nine days. Her com- 
mander reports that she behaved very well at sea, although 
some very rough weather was encountered. 





THE Gazette of the 18th instant contains a notification that 
the QUEEN has been pleased to appoint Lieutenant-Colonel 
RotaND MacpHerson, R.A., to be Colonial Secretary for the 
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Straits Settlements. Her Maszsry has also appointed the Hon. 
James TERRENCE FITZMAURICE to be Inspector of Prisons in the 
Island of Ceylon. 


Tue London Gazette contains the official notification of Mr. 
Pork HENNEssy’s appointment as Her Masesty’s Consul- 
General in Borneo. A recent telegram from Egypt men- 
tions the presence of Mr. Pope Hennessy at a review, by the 
Viceroy, of the Egyptian troops that recently returned from 
Candia. 


Mr. Sewarp, the Consul-General for the United States at 
Shanghai, has arrived in London from New York, and will we 
understand proceed to his post via Suez early in December. 








A STORM IN A TEA-CUP. 
(PALL MALL GAZETTE. ) 

A rather melancholy view of British dominion in Asia is presented in 
an ill-printed little pamphlet of twenty-two pages which lies before us. 
This unwelcome production bears no publisher's imprint. It is entitled 
** Papers Relative to the Proposed Establishment of Licensed Public 
Gambling Houses. Printed by De Souza and Co.” Elsewhere we gather 
that it was published in Hong Kong, and was printed for the information 
of the people of that British colony and of England. Premising that a 
reckless and incorrigible love of gambling has possession of the Chinese 
poe of Hong Kong, and that the Europeans are factiously divided 

tween those who would and those who would not license gambling, the 
story it hag to tell is as follows : — 

On the 10th of March, 1866, Sir Richard Graves MacDonnell, Knight, 
C.B., arrived at Hong Kong to assume the Governorship of the colony. 
On the 25th of July following, at a meeting of the Legislative Council, 
amongst other new ordinances read for the first time was one entitled “* The 
Order and Cleanliness Ordinance,” the last clause of which ran as follows : 

‘“* And whereas the evils of gambling in the colony are found to be on 
the increase, notwithstanding the application of the penal laws in force for 
their prevention, and it is expedient to devise and adopt further measures 
for the gradual control and ultimate suppression thereof; be it therefore 
enacted that it shall be lawful for the Governor in Council from time to 
time to frame and pass such rules, regulations, and conditions as may be 
deemed expedient for the total suppression, or in the meanwhile for the 
better limitation and control, of gambling in this colony, with power from 
time to time to alter and amend such rules and regulations, or repeal the 
same or any part thereof.” 

This was understood to mean that the Governor was decidedly against the 
licensing of gambling houses. Great, therefore, was the astonishment of 
the non-licencers when the Daily Press of July 10, 1867, published a long 
article declaring that the Governor's policy after all was for licensing. This 
article is reprinted at length in the pamphlet before us, with all the more 
powerful bits of denunciation printed in italic. Without detailing the 
matter of this article, which in its literary aspect is very like colonial jour- 
naliam generally when it is wrathful, we may briefly note its more remark- 
able features. It argues strongly in favour of the licensing of public 

mbling houses in Hong Kong and the making of “ the darling sin ” 

egal, under certain penalties to the floating Chinese population of 140,000, 

since they will gamble whether or no. 

‘“‘ The humblest class of itinerant hawkers,” says the writer, “are fre- 
quently in the habit of gambling with their customers for the change out of 
& purchase amounting to a few cash,” which certainly seems to be a strong 
example of the length to which the passion may be carried, only we 
should remember that in our own land there used to exist, not long ago, a 
hawker of pastry who always left it to his customer to ‘toss or buy.” 
However, that is by no means the worst phase of the present state of things 
in Hong Kong. The great temptations held out by proprietors of illegal 
“hells” in Hong Kong to corrupt officials engaged in discovering and sup- 
pressing them have resulted in the utter demoralisation of the force so 
employed. 

‘“‘ The purity and honour of the police have been sacrificed, and the 

lower class of the Chinese population in the colony has been kept in a per 
petual state of warfare with the authorities by the raids the police have 
made on the illicit gambling houses, their respect for the law being in this 
way undermined. In such ways, harassed by its gambling subjects, and de- 
serted by its servants in the pay of the gamblers, the Government have re- 
solved to legalise what it finds it cannot suppress by lawful means. Licensed 
gambling houses will, we believe, be shortly—say within the next six 
weeks— introduced in Hong Kong.” 
_ The appearance of this article in the Daily Press roused the non- 
licensing party to a clearer sense of the state of affairs. A deputation con- 
sisting of three missionaries immediately sought and obtained an interview 
with the backsliding Governor. What took place at this interview—what 
special arguments were employed by Sir Richard MacDonnell and the 
missionaries for and against the licensing system—do not appear in the 
pamphlet. That the pleadings of the deputation, however, were not very 
successful is tolerably certain from a letter which was despatched to his 
Excellency soon after. This letter is published in the pamphlet, and both 
its matter and tone go some way, perhaps, in explaining why the mis- 
sionaries failed in converting Sir Richard to their opinions. Beginning 
with thanking his Excellency for listening to their arguments a day or two 
previously, they set forth their ‘ reasons ”' for protesting against the licens- 
ing scheme in the following manner :— 

1. Because it has been introduced in an underhand and un-English 
way. It looks as if every care had been taken to blindfold the public on 
this subject. There has been no opportunity of eliciting the public 
Opinion here; no opportunity of memorialising the Home Government in 
Opposition to it. 

2. Because licensing gambling houses will certainly lead to a large in- 
ctease of gambling. 

3. Because licensing gambling houses will never lead to the “ ultimate 
suppression” of the vice. To pretend the contrary would be the most 
barefaced hypocrisy. 
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4. We believe that a large proportion of the Chinese population of ‘this 
place are opposed to this measure. Its introduction will have a seriously 
demoralising effect on the Chinese resident in the colony. 

5. Gambling is at present equally illegal by British and by Chinese law, 
in every part of the twoempires. Only last year the Governor of Canton 
took stringent measures for the suppression of gambling in that city. The 
proposed measure will degrade both our civilisation and our Christianity 
in the eyes of the Chinese people. 

6. We believe that the Government has no right to countenance and 
sanction vice. 

The memorialists conclude by assuring his excellency that their party 
will take every possible measure, both in Hong Kong and in England, to 
upset his plans. 

Sir Richard replies at considerable length. He has not, he says, come 
to the conclusion that the licensing of gambling houses in the colony is 
the only way of checking the present frightful state of things without 
giving the whole subject the best consideration and advising with some of 
the best authorities in the matter. The memorialists had assailed his 
conclusions, but left his arguments unanswered, and had no scheme to 
propose in lieu of the policy the Government proposed to try. He 
denied most emphatically the accusations eontalied in “reason” 1. He 
says :— 

“The ordinance of last year, like that of the present, contemplated, if 
possible, the suppression, and, failing that, the limitation and control of 
gambling. The Governor had then hopes that by increased exertions 
gambling could be put down, hopes which, after the greatest personal 
efforts, aided by equal exertions on the part of several officers of the 
police, he has been obliged to abandon, as he found the attempt only led 
to the continued corruption of the police, on whose efficiency the security 
of the lives and property of the community mainly depends. Those 
efforts, moreover, drove the imcorrigible and numerous Chinese gamblers 
of the colony to resort to secret lairs, to live in a perpetual defiance of 
the law, and thus established numerous rendezvous of the worst classes, 
where nine-tenths of the burglaries and daring crimes perpetrated were 
planned. The Governor believes that under the new policy there will be 
more gaming, but by removal of its illegality, the consequences will be 
far less pernicious to individuals or the public than its present more limited 
practice. One system has been tried and failed. Therefore, another is 
now about to be tried. Should it also fail, the Governor has reserved 
complete powers to terminate the experiment at a moment's notice. 

In some ‘‘ Comments upon his Excellency’s Reply” the memorialists 
(who are the publishers of the “ Papers”) complain that Sir Richard does 
not attempt to reply to objections 3, 4, and 5, and that objection 2 he in 
effect admits. And as to a remark of his Excellency’s that even the regu- 
lation of houses of sin of a deeper dye has been found most beneficial, the 
memorialists observe, “ His Excellency is unable to see the distinction 
between licensing brothels and licensing gambling houses. We do not see 
the need of imitating Sir Richard in avoiding ugly words by elegant cir- 
cumlocution. The licensing of brothels we do not care to defend, nor will 
we hastily condemn it, not understanding the disgusting subject.” For the 
rest, they stick resolutely to their own view of the matter, and quote Sir’ 
Richard himself in proof of its superior wisdom and morality. hey say, 
“‘ Sir Richard admitted to the three missionaries who waited on him that 
if hecould only get a sufficient number of London policemen he would be 
able to suppress illegal gambling without resorting to the licensing system.” 

The pamphlet concludes by remarking that ‘the matter is in a very 
curious predicament.” Very curious, and very edifying, no doubt. Further 
comment is at present, perhaps, uncalled for. 











OVER SPECULATION. 


The following is from a leading article in the Liverpool 
Albion, on the reckless career of speculation which has led to 
the present unsound state of trade in that town, and especially 
with reference to the recent failure of Messrs. Colin Campbell 
and Co., and the legal proceedings now pending against the 
head of that firm :— 


‘No local event of the past twenty years has caused more talk in Liver- 
| than the proceedings before Mr. Raffles and Mr. Brancker, in the 
Palioe-coatt, last week. That a member of one of the most eminent firms 
in energetic and wealthy Liverpool—the member of a family holding a 
high social position in the town—should be charged with acts which, if 
proved, would give him a sad notoriety, is sufficient cause for the interest 
excited by the hearing of the cases under the five summonses, charging 
him with having obtained about £30,000 from the National Bank of Liver- 
pool by fraudulent pretences. Until the whole of the facts have been laid 
before a jury and a verdict has been pronounced, or until there has been a 
conclusive ruling by one of Her Majesty's judges on the points of law 
bearing upon the arrangement between the defendant and the bank, upon 
which the prosecutions are founded, we shall refrain from commit- 
ting ourselves to any expression of opinion in prejudgment of the case. 
It is surrounded by fine questions depending upon commercial usage — 
and the interpretation of what may be challenged as an obscurely 
drawn agreement; but sufficient evidence has been adduced to relieve the 
bench from any other course than that which they adoptod—a prima facie 
case being abundantly established—and to justify A in sending the 
defendant for trial at the approaching winter assizes. The evidence has 
exhibited something more. It has lifted the veil which had but partially 
hidden that mad system of cotton speculation, that feverish pursuit of fabu- 
lous fortune, too often ending in stupendous ruin, which was inaugurated by 
the scarcity of cotton during the American war. It is this dream of sud- 
den wealth which has been as an ignis fatuus after which men rush witha 
speed which wrests the reins from the grasp of judgment, and impels to a 
headlong rush to commercial disaster. [t has brought into the Liverpool 
cotton trade a number of needy adventurers, many.of whom have been able 
to plunder the banks, and to manipulate large advances from their 
brokers, whom they have finally left to make the best of °depre- 
ciated securities. The extent of the immense speculative transac- 
tions that have taken place in cotton in [Liverpool since the American 
war, and the large sums of money which have been lost by an over-san- 
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guine belief that cotton would still be the grand alchymist, and create the 
golden change expected by its devotees, will never be known. To give 
even a reasonable estimate of the money sunk by banks and brokers in this 
huge pit of ruin would surpass belief. We shall not essay the task; but 
we seize this moment, when the attention of men on 'Change is arrested by 
the misfortunes of an old-standing firm, and by charges of so serious a 
nature arising out of one mode of conducting financial operations, to warn 
the whole trading community of this great town against a system lax in its 
principles, fraught with danger to those who allow themselves to be drawn 
within its treacherous toils, and altogether subversive of that healthy tone 
of morality which is the-surest and most reliable guide to commercial men. 
Great and undue speculations founded on an infatuation which appears to 
possess most of those who deal in cotton—transactions which, by their 
mature and magnitude, ate far removed from the sphere of legi- 
timate and sound business—may turn out all right, but when 
once entered upon they carry their victims into a maelstrom, 
out of which it is impossible to extricate themselves when beset 
by long-continued depressions of the market. Then with losses comes 
failure of principle—the beginning of a demoralisation which makes ques- 
tionable means justify the all-hoped-for end of security from disaster. It 
is no new thing to preach that there is something nobler than wealth, that 
it is worse to lose honour than fortune ; but this bright axiom is so often 
disregarded that its enforcement becomes a frequent duty. Without re- 
flecting upon the case that has suggested these remarks, it is a matter for 
regret that in Liverpool there should be danger of a time arriving when 
t commercial men’s words will cease to be as good as their bond. That 
re is sufficient ground for this homily of censure is beyond doubt; but 
there is a fine leaven of honour still on the Liverpool flags. Many failures 
have occurred to firms who have been simply unfortunate; and it is to 
the credit of Liverpool that the large firms have borne their losses 
without indulging in the expression of hard feeling against those by whom 
they have suffered heavily ; for though the cases of failure have been nu- 
merous, very fen have come before the public. It is the infatuated 
speculator who is the cause of the mischief, and him we caution against 
ursuing a Procrustean policy which, while ultimately ruining himeelf, 
involves better men than he in his misfortunes. This has been so time 
and again, and so will continue, until the lesson which Liverpool is being 
taught shall have brought, about its own severe cure, when, the period of 
zuin having ceased, trade shall resume its empire upon a sounder, and 
that must be upon a less speculative basis. Not only will the lesson be 
taught to Liverpool, but to every other large commercial community in 
England, from each of which many examples may be drawn showing that 
mone are entirely innocent of practices which, just now, they are de- 
nouncing as peculiar to Liverpool. There is an Augmwan stable in every 
city. 








THE BRINDISI ROUTE.* 
(THE TIMES.) 


There is a hitch somewhere about the projected transmission of the 
Overland Mail through Italy, and it is highly desirable that the world 
should know who it is that stops the way. Our readers are fully aware of 
the importance of this question. The Overland Mail from England to 
India travels now across France from Calais to Marseilles, where it is em- 
barked for Alexandria. It is proposed to convey it from Calais to Brindisi, 
across the Alps, and throughout the Italian Peninsula. The distance from 
London to Alexandria ria Marseilles is 2,532 English miles ; via Brindisi 
it is only 2,455 miles—i.e., shorter by 77 miles. But it has this additional 
advantage, that it reduces the sea voyage nearly by half, substituting in 
ats stead a railway journey, by which it is practicable to proceed at more 
than twice the speed. From London to Calais, Paris, and Micon, over a 
& distance of 590 miles, the two routes are one and the same. At 
Macon they branch off. The French route, after a 263 miles’ land 
journey from Macon to Marseilles, leads by a long navigation of 
1,683 English miles through the Gulf of Lyons and round the 
Italian islands to the eastern shores of the Mediterranean; the 
Italian route from Macon strikes across the Savoy Alps at Mont Cenis, 
and reaches the same goal in the Levant by a land journey of 914 miles 
over Turin, Bologna, Ancona, and Brindisi, and a sea voyage of 955 
miles from the last-namcd port, at the mouth of the Adriatic, in a direct 
dine to the city of the Delta. Independently of the great superiority of 
railway travelling over steam navigation in everything that concerns 
safety, punctuality, and comfort, the Italian line offers the inestimable 
advantage of saving rather more than 35 hours in the total distance be- 
tween London and Alexandria—a gain which will be raised to 39 hours 
on the Summit Railway over Mont Cenis, now completed, coming into full 
operation, and which will further extend to 43 hours by the time the Great 
Tunnel across the same mountain pass is finished, for which achievement 
the year 1871 has been assigned as the probable date. 

In an age which shows so praiseworthy an impatience of obstructions of 
every kind it is natural that questions should arise as to where lies the 
obstacle in the way of so desirable a consummation. Who is it that bas 
anything to gain by thwarting the conveyance of the Overland Mail by 
what is so evidently the preferrableroute? It is certainly not England, 
whose postal service and whose passengers would be sure of a saving both 
in time and money. It ought not to be Italy, who always looked to the 
chance of becoming the great highway between the East and West as one 
of the main material advantages likely to result from her political unifica- 
tion. Yet, strange to say, the blame has lately been laid on the Italian 
Government with an assurance and persistency which seems scarcely ra- 
tional, and which, we believe, may be proved to be utterly unfounded. 

The task of the Italian Government in the furtherance of this enterprise 
begins at the foot of the Alps, at Susa, and ends at Brindisi; for, as to the 
maritime service between that extreme point of the Peninsula and Egypt, 
England could, and most certainly would, for her own sake, make up for 
any shortcoming on the part of Italy. For what concerns the transit of 
the Peninsula from end to end all that was required was that a service- 
able line of railway communication should be established and kept up in 
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the best order. With respect to Brindisi it was necessary that its harbour 
should be made practicable for steamers suitable tothe Levant trade. With 
an earnestness and activity above all praise, and by dint of enormous sacri- 
fices, the Italian Government has been for the last six years attending te 
both duties. The report published in July, 1866, by Captain Tyler—the 
distinguished officer deputed by the authorities at our General Post-office, 
ane at the express request of the Italian Government, to inspect those 
works —seems altogether decisive as to the satisfactory condition both of 
the railway line and of the harbour at the time of his visit; and there hag 
been no remissness in the exertions of the Italian Government since that 
time. Express trains have been running all along the line, merely in an- 
ticipation of the Overland Mail Service, and in excess of any requirement 
of the usual traffic of the country. The Government, however, professes 
itself ready to establish a special train at still greater speed, and even to- 
construct a second line of rails all along the line, the moment the choice 
of the Brindisi route for the conveyance of the Mail is positively resolved 
upon. Even with one line of rails, however, the special train would meet 
with no obstruction whatever, as the unfrequency of the ordinary trains, 
and the excellent service of the telegraph all along the line, would enable 
the administration to keep the way thoroughly clear for the safe and 
speedy accommodation of the Mail. 

The only serious difficulty in the way of the ‘establishment of this im- 
portant line of communication arises from the conflicting interests of the 
French Railway and Steam Navigation Companies. The Overland Mail 
must needs travel over two-thirds of the length of the French territory, and 
it is natural that both those companies and the Government, intent upon 
the promotion of their prosperity, should wish the mail to follow its course 
through the whole of their country. Not only is it an advantage to the 
French railways that the mail should be kept to its old route as far as 
Marseilles, but it is still more important that it should there be shipped, 
and made to pursue its journey by means of the steamers of the Imperial 
Measageries. To secure this object as long as possible, the French postal 
service has been so contrived that the English mails leaving for Italy in 
the evening are detained in Paris for above thirteen hours. They leave 
here at 8.30 rv.a., and arrive in Paris at 7.20 a.m., and there are made 
to wait till the evening at 8.40. Besides this first hindrance, several pre- 
cious hours are lost in the journey between Macon and Culoz, and still 
more from this latter place to St. Michel de Maurienne, at the foot of Mont 
Cenis. This Savoy line, which bears the name Victor Emmanuel, and was 
originally a Sardinian or Italian enterprise, has lately been purchased by 
the French “Paris, Lyons, and Mediterranean Company;” it has thus 
been altogether withdrawn from Itulian control, and made subservient to 
French general interests, and to those of the railway company above- 
named in particular. This company has thus the means of thwarting the 
progress of the overland mail on its way to Italy almost at every step from 
Paris to the Alps, and it is impossible to deny that it has used its advantage 
80 as to secure the monopoly of our Eastern traffic to this day. If this is, 
as we truly believe, a correct statement of the case, we shall not be much 
moved by the hints which have lately been thrown out, especially 
in France, as to the delays occasioned in the furtherance of this enterprise: 
by the sluggishness of the Italian Government. Whatever negligence 
they might be supposed to have shown in this matter hitherto, owing to 
the political and financial difficulties by which they have been and are 
beset, we must take it for granted that they are sufficiently alive to the 
interests of their country to be willing to go hand in hand with us ina 
matter which concerns them far more than ourselves. The evidence of 
Captain Tyler, besides, goes far to prove that south of the Alps everything 
was sufficiently advanced for the opening of the line more than 
eighteen months ago. It is time, at all events, that full light 
should be thrown on the subject, and to no authority could we 
look with more confidence for information than to our General Post- 
office, wherse the scheme of the contemplated change in the convey- 
ance of the Rail received its first impulse. The utmost hindrance that 
the present arrangements of the French trains may raise against the pro- 
gress of the Mail cannot be computed at more than 18 hours, stil! allowing 
from 17 to 21 hours in favour of the Italian route, even with the means 
which the diligence or the Summit Railway already places at our disposal, 
and previous to the termination of the Mont Cenis Tunnel. The gain 
which it is already in our power to secure ought to determine us at once to 
the change, even were we to suppose that the French companies and Go- 
vernment could never be made aware of the futility, to say nothing of the 
illiberality, of further obstruction. It will, however, be impossible for 
them to hold out against that law of progress which, for all practical pur- 
poses, makes the highways of one country the common property of all other 
countries. No mere local interest, ro national jealousy, no social or politi- 
cal contrivance can long make head against the force of a geographical 
necessity. 





THE SUEZ CANAL. 
(THE TIMES. ) 


We do not know what to make of M. de Lesseps and the Suez Canal. 
On the Continent the loan of £4,000,000 necessary to the completion of 
the work is said to be filled up. In this country his agents apply for sub- 
scriptions. By this time we thought that the great enterprise was to be 
achieved without us; but an opening is still made for us to come in for 
the crowning work. The shares of the Suez Canal are offered to us with 
the persistence with which the Sibylline books were laid before the old 
Roman king. The number of the sacred volumes has dwindled from nine 
to six, from six to three, still the weird old woman gives no sign of abating 
her demand, and still she reckons upon a purchaser. 


We do not know how many of our people may be willing to avail 
themselves of the opportunity. There are three different points of 
view from which a public undertaking may be considered—the mer- 
cantile, the philanthropic, and the poetical. We may be called upon to 
join in the pursuit of aremunerative object, or of a useful, or simply 
of a great and beautiful one. Love of gain or impulse of charity 
may fail to move us; still we may be induced to open our purses, as cer- 
tain nations are said to be willing to go to war, * for an idea.”” The open- 
ing of a ship Canal across the Isthmus of Suez was a sublime conception ; 
so was that of a railway tunnel through the Alps; so would be that of a 
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tubular bridge from Dover to Calais; so a company of steam balloons to 
the moon. Now, there were persons in this country to whom M. de Les- 
seps’ transcendent scheme appeared as chimerical as that of aerial naviga- 
tion. There were‘others to whom, however materially feasible, the enter- 

rise seemed, like the great tube across the Channel, to require means 
inadequate to the end ; others, finally, thought that, however desirable 
and eventually profitable, the achievement, like that of the Mont 
Cenis Tunnel, would be conducive to other than English interests. 
There was a fixed idea in England, partly arising from vague instinct, 
but partly also grounded on the authority of competent judges, that the 
projected Canal either could not be done at all, or only at such enormous 
cost as to preclude all possibilty of its returns in any manner compensating 
the outlay for years, if not for centuries. Taking even the expense on 
M. de Lesseps’ own estimate, and making the amplest allowance for the 
average number and tonnage of the vessels that could avail themselves of 
the Canal, it seemed demonstrated that the capital invested would never 
yield anything like a fair interest, except by the imposition of such heavy 
tolls as would drive most vessels to their old route round the Cape, and 
thus defeat the purpose of the enterprise. And it seems so evident that 
M. de Lesseps himself had no great reliance on arguments drawn from 
mere maritime statistics that he strove to recommend the scheme as a vast 
landed speculation. Now, there is no doubt that whenever a line of com- 
munication is constructed the adjoining Jand may become valuable for a 
variety of purposes; but the essential condition is that the road or railroad 
should be finished as well as commenced; that it should be open and safe 
from all chances of ever closing again ; for it is the thoroughfare that must 
keep the inn, not the inn that can to any extent contribute to the support 
of the thoroughfare. 

In the same breath as the project of the Suez Canal was proposed as a 
sharma inveatment to English captitalists it was also described on the 

ontinent as an achievement fraught with signal advantages to the coun- 
tries bordering on the Mediterranean, and consequently with detriment to 

nations inhabiting the north-eastern coasts of the Atlantic, and es- 
pecially to England. England was thus invited to supply the means 
of cutting her own throat—to bear a hand in a work which 
was to end in her own ruin. Such considerations, however, had 
mo great weight either way. Had the Canal been looked upon 
@s a paying concern, the Money Market would not have been greatly 
swayed by patriotic feelings. Speculation, like la poktique, “n'a 
point d’entrailles,” and there never was an instance in which England's 
enemies could not command the purses of some of England’s children. 
And, on the other band, it was difficult for the English to conceive 
that any new road could be opened in which English enterprise 
should not be as foremost in the race as it ever was in the old ones, 
Whatever nation took upon itself the cutting of the Suez Canal, England 
would be sure to derive as great a benefit from its accomplishment as any 
of her neighbours, or “‘ she would know the reason why.” But precisely 
because the Mediterranean nations 80 fondly looked upon the Suez Canal 
as their own monopoly, and use, mere advantages of geographical 
position being considered, so it might undeniably have been, England 
thought that the work, if it was to be done at all, should fall to the lot of 
those who fancied themselves, and might be in reality, most immediately 
Concerned in its success; just as in her turn she wasted not only large 
treasures, but also infinitely more precious lives, in the search of the North- 
West Passage, the discovery of which, had it ever been made, and had it 
turned out of any practical use, would have been a triumph not only for the 
trade of England, but for that of the whole world. It is impossible for us 
te look upon the Suez Canal otherwise than as we do on the boring of the 
Mont Cenis Tunnel. When direct railway communication between Calais 
and Ancona or Brindisi shall be established, we shall probably be as great 
ainers by it as either the French or the Italians, but it is not the less 
just and reasonable that every nation should bear the burden of what, in 
the equitable distribution of man’s labour upon earth, naturally fails to its 
respective share, and that one should lend the other only such co-opera- 
tion as it may deem it worth its while to contribute. It was owing to this 
positive and, as M. de Lesseps may perhaps feel inclined to call it, 
“‘grovelling” bias of the English trading mind that the Suez Canal 
shares never evinced any peculiar buoyancy on the Stock Exchange. We 
were always loth to dig in or build on the sand. We fancied we descried 
wildness in the scheme, vagueness in‘ the estimate, looseness in the 
aecounts. The enterprise seemed to begin and end with one man; 
it offered less of substance and responsibility than suited our 
ordinary business habits. We did not forget that the date origi- 
nally appointed for the opening of the Canal was the year 186], 
and we saw it put off by two, by four, by six, and even by eight 
ears, till “hope deferred made the heart sick,” and we thought we might 
ve to resign ourselves to indefinite postponement. It might have been 
expected that M. de Lesseps, disgusted with our stubborn scepticism, so 
strikingly contrasting with the full faith which he inspires everywhere on 
the Continent, would turn from us in disgust, and seek anywhere rather 
than in England the soil best adapted to the growth of his ideas. He was 
well aware that anywhere out of England, wherever private enterprise and 
spirit of association fail short of their aims, the Government is ready to 
come to the rescue. So long as not only the people, but also the rulers of 
Frayee and Italy, Greece and Spain, were with M. de Lesseps, we should 
have thought that it could matter but little whether England was for or 
inst him, It was not without surprise, thercfore, that we heard of the 
application of M. de Lesseps, or of his London agents in his name, 
for subscriptions in England to the amount of £4,000,000 effective, or 
£6,500,000 ‘nominal. Such a move on the part of the projectors of the 
Canal might have encouraged a suspicion that either the confidence or the 
means of the Continent were exhausted, and that, to use a common ex- 
pression, the enterprise was ‘‘ on its last legs.” 

We are convinced that English capitalists are well able to take care of 
their own interests, and we shall not, therefore, waste words either in warn- 
ing them against or in recommending to them the undertaking. The 
Suez Canal is a magnificent scheme, well worth the favour and encour- 
agement of all those who think that “ virtue should be its own reward.” 
Were it to turn outa geographical success, its failure as a stockjobbing 
operation might be lightly thought of. Great unforeseen future results 
might make up for present sacrifices, and the loss of individuals might turn 
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out the world’s gain. To men for whom no speculation has any interest onless 
it partakes of the nature of gambling, the Suez Canal must irree 
sistible attraction. Afterso many years of inquiry, after such long, learned 
and more or less impartial dissertations pro and contra, the subject is still 
involved in all that beautiful obscurity which gave it its main interest at 
the outset. That the Suez Canal may be finished is what we all wish; 
but it is what few, if any of us, can even now confidently assert. But 
whether or not it will pay is a question which this fresh application for 
English funds ought to solve to every man's satisfaction.

HOLLAND. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
ROTTERDAM, Oct. 15. 
The Second Chamber of the States-General will not meet again before 


November 15 for the despatch of business. The reports of the sections 


were not very favourable to the Ministry, especially that upon the Marine 
Department. The Minister proclaimed last year the urgent necessity of 
building monitors and ironclads, whilst he now declares that he has no in-. 
tention to execute the plans. 

Among the Bills that have been laid before the Chamber appears that. 
upon the reorganisation of the Dutch army. From this Bill it appears 
that the Minister proposes to fix the maximum of the army at 70,000 men, 
and to obtain this number by means of an annual contingent of 14,000, 
so that a reinforcement of 15,000 men will be obtained in five years. 
Above this number 3,000 militia are to be recruited for the marine. This. 
measure will cost for the first year 270,000f. Important alterations are 
proposed also with regard to the exoneration. Till now all young 
men being only sons in any family were free, but in future this. 
measure will be restricted to those who have no sisters and whose 
parents are still alive. ‘The minor number of the brothers are. 
thus free by the new Act, instead of the major number, as pre-~ 
scribed by the law of 1861. Those who have drawn a bad number can: 
only be replaced by healthy young men fit for the service, and not younger 
than 21 nor older than 25 years. But this substitution has no effect with 
regard to the liberation of the minor number. The young men, however, 
who are paid for substituting, are placed, with regard to their family, in 
the same condition as if they had been incorporated in consequence of 
having drawn a bad number, In order to render the military service more 
attractive, young men henceforth may choose the corps in which they 
wish to be enlisted, whilst they will be free to live outside the caternes.. 
This last proposal has created a good deal of indignation, and it is fer- 
vently wished by the public that this Bill may be rejected by the Second 
Chamber. And indeed the law of 1861 is already severe enough for a 
prea that dislikes nothing more than the idea of becoming a military 

tate. 

On the morning of the 8th inst. the brother of the Shiogoon of Japan 
visited the town of Maestricht, to inspect the hardware works ‘of Mr. P.. 
Regout. On the evening of the same day he started for Aix-la-Chapelle. 

Ramonrs are circulated to the effect that steps will, be taken by our 
Government to obtain the recognition of the neutrality of the Netherlands: 
by the European Powers, and to form a league between Belgium, Luxem-. 
bourg, and Holland. These rumours, however, are thought to be without 
foundation. It is at the same time very strange that they are set in cir- 
culation, just as the Budgets are laid before the members of Parliament. 
You will remember that last year the Luxembourg question came also on: 
the tapis when the Budgets were brought forward, and that Mr. van Zuy~ 
len used this question as a means of intimidation. 

According to the Belgian papers Belgium insists upon France, Prussia,. 
and England entering again into the Scheldt question by issuing an inter-. 
national commission of engineers. It is certain, however, that these steps 
will have no success, even if they are taken. In the meantime the works 
are progressing, and in a short time will be finished. Mr. Dujardin, the 
Ambassador of Belgium, but who is now appointed to represent that State 
at the Court of St. James, will not start for London until the end of Octo- 
ber ; in the meantime he will place his successor, Mr. de Beaulieu au /aié 
with this Scheldt question. 

It is said that on the Ist of January next the price of telegrama 
between places in Holland will be lowered from 50 to 80 cents. 

His Majesty the King will be present at the inauguration of the memo- 
rial of Mr. Gysbert Karel earl van Hogendorp, which festival will take 
place here on the 26th inst. 

A general promotion in the army took place some days ago. 

The Dutch Missionary Society has received since the 1st of January an 
amount of £.36.206.05% in donations and gratuities.

RUSSIA, GERMANY, &c. 


(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Hamsure, October 14. 


The Hydrographical Department at St. Petersburg gives notice that in 
the course of this last summer two new reefs of rocks have been discovered 
in the Bay of Amoor by Lieutenant Klykow, of the Imperial Navy, 
employed on special surveying service. The first has only 11 feet of water, 
and is 2} cable lengths, N. 49 deg. E., by compass of the little Islet of 
Ogbi, and N. 32 deg. W. of the northern end of the Lazarew Peninsula, 
from which it is 4§ cable lengths distant. The other is 11 feet under 
water, and a cable’s length to the W. N. W. of the first, whilst between 
both there is only 4 to 44 feet water at low tide. They are both buoyed 
off, and vessels coming in should therefore steer south of them. 

The Irkutzk Government Gazette states that a fire broke out in the forests 
of Vershe-Udinsk in March last, when the ground was covered with snow, 
and the conflagration still continues. The air is so saturated with smoke 
as to make it difficult to breathe, and the country is as free from all 
vegetation as the Desert of Gobi. The most melancholy part of the 
story is that nothing has been done to extinguish the fire, human exertions 
being unavailing, and it must continue either till put out by a heavy fall 
of snow, or till it dies out for want of nourishment on reaching some river 
or rocky mountains. 

The final account of the Nijni-Nowgorod fair is of a very gloomy and 
unfavourable character. At the settling day it was found that there were 
a great many people in difficulties and unable to meet their engagements. 
Compromises for debts and protested bills were very numerous. In addi- 
tion to the failure of Messrs. W——, brothers, for two millions and a-half 
of roubles (mentioned in a former letter), two others of some magnitude 
are announced ; one a dealer in cloth and cotton goods with liabilities to 
the amount of a million roubles, the other a fur merchant, for balf a mil- 
lion. These losses make a total of 6,400,000 roubles, being half a million 
more than in the memorable crisis there in 1859, when the great house of 
P. Alexejews and Sons failed for nearly six millions, dragging after them 
many others to ruin. None of the present failures are ascribed to 
fraudulent transactions, but to the force of circumstances and the general 
depression of trade. The want of a central board is much felt, and it is 
proposed to petition the Government to create a special separate ministry 
for trade and industry. 

Russia appears to be in earnest with regard to the reform of the tariff. 
The committee of the St. Petersburg Exchange has officially convened a 
meeting of the merchants to take into consideration the subject and draw 
up a statement of their wishes and propusals for the information of the 
Government. Similar steps have been taken at Moscow and Riga. 

The Russian St. Petersburg Gazette contains the translation of a decree 
of the Emperor of China in answer toa humble petition from some high 
dignitaries of the State who state their belief that the newly-established 
schools at Peking, in which instruction is given in the European languages, 
are the real cause of the dreadful drought with which the vengeance of 
Heaven has visited the vicinity of the metropolis. To this the Emperor 
replies that the petition of the Mandarins is only empty nonsense, and 
proves nothing but the unmitigated ignorance of those who signed it. 

The brother of the Shiogoon of Japan is travelling through the 
manufacturing districts of the Rhine Provinces, visiting and inspect- 
ing the different industrial establishments, which interest him much. He 
is expected next week at Berlin, where he will be received and entertained 
by the Crown Prince, should the king by that time not have returned from 
Baden-Baden, where he is now sojourning. 

The Trieste Zeitung announces that M. de Lesseps has telegraphed to 
the Prefect of Venice to say that the new loan for a hundred millions of 
francs for the completion of the Suez Canal has been taken, and it is now 
positive that the new road to the Far East will certainly be opened for 
general traffic in October, 1870. 

On the other hand the French and German financial organs agree in 
describing the loan as a decided failure, and that out of the 833,000 
bonds to be issued, only 60,200 have been taken ly enthusiastic share- 


holders.

At Vienna the question of the commercial and diplomatic expedition to 
the Far East bas been again revived, and with renewed energy. Baron von 
Beust, the Chancellor of the Empire, is stated to be warmly in favour of 
its exécution, and has pledged himself to suy port it with all his inflaence, 
not only in the Ministerial Cabinet, but with the Emperor. The Vienna 
Chamber of Commerce has placed itself in communication with that at 
Trieste, and both have drawn up a joint and pressing address to the Go- 
vernment, animadverting at great length on the advantages to be derived 
from the expedition, and praying that steps may be taken without loss of 
time to enable the vessels to leave Europe early in the spring. The ques- 
tion has formed the subject of several long Ministerial councils and is still 
under consideration, but there is good reason to hope that it will receive a 
favourable and speedy solution. Itis added that the Finance Minister has 
promised to place in the Estimates for next year a sum of money sufficient 
to defray the expenses of the expedition, the absence of which in this 
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year’s Budget was the formal obstacle to its execution and the alleged 
reason for postponing it. 

Last week the third meeting of the directors of the Germanic Lloyd's 
was held, and for the first time in this city. One of its members, Herr 
Fr. Harkort, was absent, as his Parliamentary duties required his presence 
at Berlin. Mr. A. Behn, the president, who was in the chair, regretted 
that the political questions now agitating Europe had tended considerably 
to withdraw the public attention from the institution ; but he was glad to 
state that they had received gratifying support from the declaration of ad- 
herence and acknowledgment on the part of several foreign insurance com- 
panies amongst which were the “ Noguntia,” at Mayence, the Dusseldorf, 
the Basel, and the Wartemberg. District establishments had been opened at 
Rostock and Liverpool. At Emden, Flensburg, Stettin, Kiel, and Danzig, 
the publication of the rules and regulations was looked for with great im- 
patience. Many offers for agencies and inspectorships had been received 
from foreign ports, some of which had been accepted and added to the lists 
already published. The appearance of the first register of ships was then 
fixed for the 1st of January next, and was still open for new contributions. 
A proof copy was submitted to the meeting and unanimously approved. 
The financial statement was then read and considered highly encouraging. 
The meeting then terminated with a vote of thanks to the president, for 
the energy he had displayed, to which might be ascribed the success of the 
institution. 

Great excitement has been caused in Finland by the publication of an 
Imperial decree ordaining the introduction of the Gregorian calendar to its 
fullextent. The meaning of this step could not at first be understood, as 
it is well known that Finland, when it was a Swedish province, changed 
the calendar, and has reckoned by the new style for more than a century. 
It is now explained that the new decree has simply reference to the festival 
of Easter, which has hitherto been kept according to the Julian calendar. 
In the other parts of Russia this is conaidered as an indication of the in- 
tention of the Government to alter the calendar in the rest of the empire, 
and conform to the new style of dates as used in all other countries of 
Christendom. It is therefore expected that some fine morning very 
shortly Russia will be agreéably surprised by the intelligence that the 
system of old style is to be abandoned and replaced by the new. 

COMMEKCIAL. 

The political complications on the subject of the occupation of Rome 
have had more influence on the Stock Exchange than in the produce mar- 
ket in this city, which latter continues to exhibit a firm attitude. Cleaned 
rice has been in considerable request, and full prices are freely paid, the 
cleaning mills having work enough on their hands to falfil their engage- 
ments for delivery, the period for which expires the end of November. 
Cassia Lignea in constant demand at former rates. Ginger more demanded 
and higher prices paid. Pepper isin great favour, and amongst the sales 
for the week were 5,000 bags of Singapore, partly in loco and partly for 
arrival, at 84 Sch. Beo. per Ib. The inactivity of the spelter market 
remains unchanged, and there are no transactions to report. Frices 
nominally the same. No alteration in the rate of discount.

Banxruptcy Covat.—In re W. O. Younc.—The bankrupt, William 
Ogston Young, wasashipbroker in Newman's-court, Cornhill, residing at 
Palace-gardens-terrace, Notting-bill. He came to the court on his own 
petition on the 25th ult., ascribing his failure to badness of trade. He 
returns his debts at £24,242, The principal creditors are— Messrs. Gibb 
and Co., Old Broad-street, £9,260; Messrs. Hall and Co., Aberdeen ; 
£6,270; and Messrs. Matheson, of Lombard-street, £2,240. This was 
the first sitting under the bankruptcy. Several proofs were admitted, and 
Mr. Slater, butcher, of High-street, Kensington, was chosen trade assignee. 
The next sitting will take place on the 5th of December. The death of 
Mr. Young has since been announced. 

Bankruptcy Court.—In rx Kaparta.—This was a sitting for ex- 
amination and discharge. The bankrupt, Jamshedjee Pallonjee Kaparia, 
commonly called Jamshedjee Pallonjee, was a member of the firm of 
Dadabhai Naoroji and Co., of 82, Great St. Helen’s, and Bombay, and 
since April, 1856, he had traded in partnership with one Rustonjee Pal- 
lonjee Kaparia, as merchants, at 31, Great St. Helen's. His accounts, 
prepared by Mr. Charles Brown, return the following figues :— Creditors 
unsecured, £29,513; ditto on separate account, £5,792; claims, £1,975; 
and liabilities, £8,200; against property surrendered to assignees, £3,000, 
and balance claimed to be due from the firm of Dadabhai Naoroji and 
Co., £9.000. Mr. Aldridge appeared for the official assignee and Mr. 
G. E. Philbrick for the bankrupt. It was stated to the Court that the 
assets were dependent upon the result of the liquidation of the affairs of a 
firm at Bombay in which the bankrupt was a partner. The bankrupt had 
invested £12,000 in the firm of Dadabhai Naoroji and Co., tha whole of 
which he had lost, and he had been compelled to petition the Court in 
consequence of aonaty in regard to a partnership debt. His bonour 
having satisfied himself that notices had been sent to all the creditors at 
Bombay, and that ample time had elapsed for them to come in and oppose 
if so advised, granted the order of discharge. 

Banxrurtcy Court.—In rk PETERS AND WARBURTON.—The 
bankrupts were ribbon manufacturers and dealers in trimmings, carrying 
on business at Coventry and in Cheapside. ‘The adjudication was made 
on the petition of Mr. Henry Evans, silk broker, Manchester, and the first 
meeting under the failure was now held. A preliminary statement of 
affairs, prepared by Mr. H. W. Pettis, shows the following results: Credi- 
tors unsecured, £48,975 3s. 4d.,; creditors holding security, £10,000; and 
liabilities on bills receivable, £56,378 1s. 2d.—making a total liability of 
no less than £115,353 4s. 64. Against assets: Book debts about £5,000; 
stock in trade, £8,000; and eurplus expected to become available from 
property mortgaged, £5,000. Lloyd’s Banking Company (Limited) are 
stated to be creditors for £25,000 ; and Messrs. Gare and Co., of Coventry, 
for £20,000. The failure is said to be attributaole to losses by bad debts 
and depression of trade, partly occasioned by the French treaty. Numerous 
proofs of debts were admitted, and Mr. Henry Evans, silk broker, Man- 
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chester, the petitioning creditor, and Mr. Kottgen (of the firm of John 
Batt and Co., silk merchants, Old Broad:-street) were appointed trade 
assignees. Messrs. Dubois and Maynard, as agents for Mr. Leech, of 
Derby, are the solicitors under the proceedings. The meeting was also 
attended by Mr. Lawrance, on behalf of creditors, and by Mr. Davis, of 
Coventry. It was announced that in addition to the ordinary statement 
the assignees would require the bankrupts to file a cash account, a profit 
and loss account, a trading account, an accommodation account, and a 
special account as from the Ist of January, 1867, of their transactions with 
Mesers. Chappell and Co., of Coventry. The 19th of December, at twelve, 
was fixed for the sitting for examination and discharge. 


Pabal and Military. 


The Tamar, iron troop ship, Captain Sullivan, sailed on the 17th 
from Portsmouth with 22 officers, 644 men, 6 officers’ wives, 7 children, 3 
female servants, 24 soldiers’ wives, 44 children, the troops being under the 
command of Brevet Major Ord, 2nd Battalion 20th Regiment. The 
officers are—for St. Helena, Capt. Carey, R.E. For the Cape of Good 
Hope, Captain Maunsell, 2nd Battalion 11th Regiment; Ensign Kelso, and 
Staff Assistant Surgeons Knife and Irving. For the Mauritias, Lieutenant 
Scott, R.E., Captain Pike, and Lieutenant Spence, 86th Regiment. For 
Penang, Lieutenants Robson and Carre, R.A. The other officers are for 
Gibraltar, where sbe will embark a regiment and proceed to the Cape of 
Good Hope, where another regiment will embark. She will then sail for 
the Mauritius, returning with a regiment to the Cape. From thence she 
will go to Japan with the troops ordered there to relieve troops whose 
period of service has expired. 

The Leopard, paddle wheel steam frigate, Iately on the China station, 
having been sold out of the service, was towed to the yard of Messrs. Mar- 
shall and Co., in Catwater, Plymouth, to be broken up last week. On her 
retarn she was paid off at Devonport, in September, 1866. She was also 
previously the flag ship of Admiral Sir Stephen Lushington, G.C.B., when 
commander-in-chief on the south-east coast of America. 

Her Majesty's screw troopship Serapis, Captain Soady, has sailed from 
Portsmouth for Alexandria, on her first turn of duty in the relief of Her Ma- 
jesty’s troops in India. The following officers and troops have embarked : 
—Colonel G. B. Shakespear, in command of troops on board; Surgeon-

children. The ship will sail with a total number of 1,554 people on board, 
all told. 

The United States’ squadron, under the command of Admiral D. G. 
Farragut, comprising the screw frigate Franklin, the screw sloop Ticunde- 
roga, and the paddle yacht tender Frolic, has left Spithead for Plymouth 
Sound and will proceed to Lisbon in a few days. During the stay of the 
squadron at Spithead Sir Thomas S. Pasley, Port Admiral at Portsmouth, 
has placed his steam paddle yacht Fire Queen, Capt. F. Paul, at the ex- 
clusive disposal of Admiral Farragut. During the stay of the American 
squadron at Spithead the Commander-in-Chief of the American navy and 
his ofticers have paid visits to every point of interest in the dockyard, to the 
Excellent gunnery ship, the Waterwitch, hydrulic propelled gun-vessel, 
and other ships afloat, as well as the more ceremonious visits to the flagship 
of the Port-Admiral and others of a like character. There has been no 
ironclad of importance to submit to Admiral Farragut’s inspection ; but in the 
Waterwitch the gallant Admiral found a‘ novelty,” and one that yet, bya 
simple re-arrangment and adjustment of the water-wheel propelling principle, 
may effect some astonishing results. Admiral Farragut spent upwards of an 
hour on board the Waterwitch, examining her machinery and the method of 
her propulsion, the vessel being placed under steam, and at Admiral Farra- 
gut’s command in steaming between Spithead and the harbour, expressly to 
afford the gallant Admiral an opportunity for thoroughly inspecting the 
vessel and her machinery. On board the Excellent, Admiral Farragut had 
an opportunity of inspecting our adopted system of mounting 124-ton rifled 
9-inch guns on iron carriages and slides for broadside armament. There 
were numbers of other guns mounted, including the 6}-ton 7-inch rifled, 
with its iron carriage and slide, 8-inch rifles, 10-inch smooth-bores, 64- 

ounder rifled Pallisers, and others; but the prima donna of the Excel- 
ent’s ‘‘ singing birds,” as a broadside gun, in the eyes of Admiral Farragut 
and his officers was evidently the 124-ton 9-inch rifle. Some very excellent 
practice was made with shot and shell, and some minor kind of torpedo 
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experiments were exhibited, and concerning which matter Admiral 
Farragut must be very much more at home than we are ourselves. Before 
leaving, Admiral Farragut and his chief officers were entertained at dinner 
on board Her Majesty’s ship Victory by Flag-Captain F. B. Seymour, 
C.B., A.D.C. to the Queen. 

Messrs. Maudslay and Sons, of East Greenwich, are engaged in making 
a number of pontoon rafts, after the system introduced by Capt. Mends, 
C.B., Director of Transports, and naval aide-de-camp to the Queen, to 
be attached to the new screw steamships Serapis, Crocodile, Euphrates, 
Jumna, and Malabar, built for the Indian relief service. One of the rafts 
marked “ Serapis,” is now lying at Woolwich for experiments. It consists 
of four pontoons, and forms a raft 36ft. in length and 26ft. broad, with a 
movable deck capable of transporting a sub-divisional battery of Royal 
Artillery across the rivers and lakes to be met with in India. The upper 
plates are of wrought iron, and those immersed are of steel, strongly 
united with hammered rivets. To guard against the effect of the spra 
washing over the raft it is provided with side rails and sail cloth, and is 
supplied with four oars. 

The Nelson, screw line of battle ship, Acting Commander Payne, left 
Spithead on the 20th, under steam, for Victoria, Australia. 

The death of Admiral Lord Fitzhardinge will promote Vice- Admiral 
Sir H. J. Codrington to be an admiral, Rear-Admiral Charles Frederick 
to be vice-admiral, and Captain George Sumner Hand, C.B., to be rear- 
admiral. 

The Plover, double-screw gun vessel, 3 guns, 663 tons, 160-horse power 
of engines, Commander James A. Poland, the first of her class in Her 
Majesty’s Navy placed in commission, has received orders to complete her 
stores and outfit for a term of service on the West Coast of Africa. 

His Prussian Majesty’s new armour-plated screw steam-frigate Frederick 
Carl, Capt. Koller, which was built at Toulon, put into Plymouth Sound 
onthe 22nd. She left Gibraltar on the ]7th inst., and on the 20th, when 
crossing the Bay of Biscay, carried away her fore and main masts, This 
accident is said to have arisen through various causes. The masts, which 
were of steel, are said to have been very long, and the wire rigging not 
sufficiently stout. 


fAlonetarp and Commercial. 
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A meeting of the managers of the East India and China 
Banks was held at the office of the Oriental Bank Corporation, 
on the 15th instant, to reconsider the question of the six months’ 
versus four months’ usance for bills on England. Although no 
formal resolution to that effect was passed, the unanimous 
impression was that the position lately adopted by the banks 
is no longer tenable. The National Bank of India, which joined 
the compact entered into in July, 1866, then had its head 
Office in India, but has since been reconstructed with head- 
quarters in London, and since the change has not held itself 
bound by the agreement. ‘This secession of course exonerates 
all the other parties, and henceforth the managers will have 
discretionary power to take six months’ paper when they may 
deem it advisable. Apart from motives arising from the with- 
drawal of,the National Bank, we believe that some of the directors 
of other banks feel that the attempted restriction is a failure ; 
and, although with much regret, they are compelled to abandon 
it. As we have before stated, the step was dictated by sound 
motives for the protection of the India and China trade, and 
there is no questiun but that it has already been productive of 
much good in checking speculations. We consider its withdrawal 
a mistake, the evil effects of which will be felt by the banks as 
well as the trade generally. 

Telegrams have been received from Calcutta stating that two 
of the banks there had commenced drawing and buying bills at 
six months’ sight. 

At the meeting of the Chartered Bank of India, Australia 
and China, held on the 16th inst., the chairman, T. A. Mitchell, 
Kaq., stated that in the half-year ended 30th June last no new 
bad debts had been incurred, that the capital of the bank re- 
mained perfectly unimpaired, and that the directors retained 
entire confidence in the branch managers. He regretted to say 
that several banks—among others the Chartered Mercantile 
of India—had decided upon returning to the six months’ 
rate of usance for bills, and this bank would have no alternative 
but to follow the example. A resolution declaring an interim 
dividend at the rate of 5 per cent. per annum free of income- 
tax, and payable on the 23rd inst., was then carried. A sug- 
gestion was made by a shareholder that in future the dividend 
should be announced as soon as decided on by the directors, 
which was agreed to. 

At the meeting of the Oriental Bank, on the 24th, the chair- 
man, Mr. Gordon, announced that, in common with other banks, 
the directors had decided to revert to the six months’ usance 
for bills. An interim dividend of £1 10s. per share (equivalent 
to six per cent. for the half-year) was declared. A report of 
the meeting will be found in another column. 


The Hong Kong and Shanghai Banking Corporation have 
published, in the form of an advertisement, an interesting 
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resume of the history of the bank, showing the conditions under 
which it was origivally constituted and the circumstances con~ 
nected with its subsequent incorporation by special Aet of 
Parliament, as well as a statement of the present position and 
resources of the undertaking. This step on the part of the 
directors is a very timely one, the bank having of late attracted 
much attention owing to the undeniably good management 
which has carried it not only intact, but*prosperous, through a 
most disastrous era in the Chinatrade. The directors also notify 
that the Ordinance of Incorporation having reccived the Royal 
assent, a London Register of Shares has been established, and 
shareholders desirous of having their shares transferred from 
the Hong Kong Register can now do so. Certificates for shares 
so transferred will be granted, the conversion being effected 
from dollars into sterling at the rate of 4s. 6d. per dollar, and 
forms of transfer (according to the Ordinance of Incorporation 
aud Deed of Settlement) can be obtained on application at the 
office. Full particulars will be found in our advertising columns. 


The report of the Singapore Gas Company, to be presented 
to the meeting of shareholders on the 29th inst., announces 
that satisfactory progress continues to be made in extending 
the company’s works. Out of the available balance of £898— 
3s. 7d. a dividend of 7} per cent. on the preference, and 3 per 
on the original capital, is recommended. 


The bar silver brought by the West India steamer has been 
disposed of at 604d., and a limited amount of Mexican dollars 
by this and by one or two other vessels has been sold at 594d, 
in both instances showing an advance of 4d. 

The biddings for £100,000 in bills on India were held 
on the 16th at the Bank of England, and the whole was allotted 
on Calcutta. The minimum price was fixed, as before, at la,

price will be allotted in full. No tenders for bills on Bombay 
were invited. The terms thus obtained show a further slight 
decline in the demand for means of remittance to the East.

Manchester advices mention that Mr. James Atherton has 
retired from the post of chairman of the Union Bank of Man- 
chester, which he has efficientiy filled for many years, and that 
Mr. William Gibb has been appointed his successor. 


From Manchester another stoppage is announced, that of 
Messrs. Braybrooke and Slater, manufacturers, of Blackburn, for 
about £26,000. 

An extraordinary general meeting has been held of the shareholders 
of the English and American Bank, and a resolution was passed to wind 
up the estate. This course has been adopted in consequence of the in- 
sufficient capital of the association, the shareholders being disinclined to. 
pay any further amount on their shares. The directors, with Mr. Samuel 
Gray, the manager, were appointed liquidators.
